Jane Hading was at 
home ‘today to a correspondent at her 
apartments in the Boulevard des Batig- 
nolles. Her salon was profusely adorned 
with white lilacs, roses, and violets, and 
many souvenirs from American and English 
friends in the way of photographs and silver 
ornaments. A large picture of Mrs. Langtry 
occupied an easel and one of Mrs. Potter in 
her Cleopatra costume adorned the mantel- 
piece. Mme. Hading looked a charming 
picture in a teagown of black faille with the 
back caught at the waist in folds of lace and 
silk and clasped by a superb silver buckle. 
The front of the gown was completely cov- 
ered With rich black thread lace held at the 
neck by a lurge turquois brooch surrounded 
by diamonds.

DISGRACE OF THE NEW YORK ASSEMBLY. 


The Report on the Ceiling Steal Rejected 
and the Contractors Sustained. 

New York, May 14.—([Special.|—The As- 
sembly of 1889 has touched bottom. Evi- 
dence of its disregard of public interests 
was supplied by the rejection of the search- 
ing report on the ceiling steal made by the 
Fish special committee and the substitution 
of the whitewashing report made months 
ago by the Ainsworth Appropriatior Com- 
mittee. The contractors, Snaith & Sullivan, 
who the Fish report said conspired 
and robbed the State, have conquered at 
last. The contractors, by a vote of 63 to 44, 
today were shielded from an indignant pub- 
lic and were actually given a standing in 
court to sue fora balance ot $40,000 of the 
ceiling fund still in the State Treasury. If 
the Fisn report had been adopted the con- 
tractors would have lost that $40,000 and the 
Attorney General would have collected that 
bond of $50,000 given by Snaith. It was 
simply a question whether the defrauded 
people of the State were to get back $90,000, 
as an offset against the stolen $105,000, or 
whetber the conspirators Were to get away 
with $40,000 more, and the contractors won.

There has been talk of the reconsideration 
of Dr. Wilcox’s apbointment as Collector of 
the Spring eld district. But this is scarcely 
probable now, as nearly all of the sore Lili- 
noisans are becoming reconciled to Wilcox’s 
appointment. Senator Cullom saw the Pres- 
ident today, but did not ask for a reconsider- 
ation. 


Senator Cullom will remain here for a 
few days. After he has finished the matters 
he has on hand he wiil leave for his home at 


Springfield. He says his visits to IIlIlinois 


have been so short and far between for the 
last two years that he is afraid if he fails to 
go now his people will forget ali about how 
he looks. He says further: 

My people have not been able to gaze on a 
picture that looks like me, and I have had 
plenty of them taken, too. None of the photog- 

raphers with whom I have come in contact 
hae seemed to be able to do me justice with 
their cameras. All the pictures produced are 
hideous. They picture me as being a worn out, 
rusty looking person, when all my friends know 
I do not look like anything of the sort. All who 
have seen me lately say that I am as vigorous a 
man as they ever met. I don't know 
what is the matter with the pho- 
tographers that they can’t do me justice. 
But perhaps it is as much my fault as it is the 
photographers’. Maybe I draw my face all out 
of shape when I sit for my picture. But I must 
confess that I woula rather stand before a twen- 
ty-five pound cannon than go and sit betore one 


or those blasted photographer’s apparatus. 


When I was in Boston one of the daily journals 
there had a picture in one of their columns one 
day which was intended for me. It was a ghastly 
looking thing. I looked at ſt and then went to 
the glass to look at myself to seeif there were 
any resemblance between the two. I couldn't 
detect the faintest resemblance and neither 
could my friends. Solthought then and there 
what sort of an impression will my friends have 
who have not looked upon me in two years? 
That is, if their impressions are gained from 
pictures similar to that which appeared in the 
Boston paper. But I will surprise them all when 
I march in upon my native soil this week.

Three Presidential post-offices underwent 
George H. Rat- 
tler has been appointed at Galena to succeed 
D. W. Scott, deceased. Mr. Scott has been 
dead several months and the “post-office at 
Galena has been managed by his wife, Kittie 
L. Scott. Mr. Scott's commission would 
have expired Nov. 19, 1892. Henry C. Robin- 
son was appointed at Grand Crossing to suc- 
ceed himself, his commission having expired. 
This is Mr. Robinson’s third term as Post- 
master at Grand Crossing. De Las Hull was 
appointed at Oak Park to succeed William 
Steiner, who resigned. Mr. Steiner’s com- 
mission would not have expired until Jan. 13, 
1890.. The Champaign and Paris Post-Offices 
in Representative Cannon’s district were not 
changed today as had deen expected. Mr. 
Cannon was anxious tonight when the list of 
Postmasters was announced to know if any 
of his offices had been changed. When he 
found that none of them had been he looked 
somewhat disappointed, and remarked that 
he would have to go to work again this week 
and file more pavers in behalf of the candi- 
dates he has chosen for some Of tlie offices in 
his district. 


Marshal Weber of the Southern Illinois 
District has torwarded his resignation to the 
Department of Justice. The intention was 
not to have it made public for the present. 
Until the Internal Revenue Collectorship 
was given to Joe Cannon’s district C. P. 
Hitch of Paris was the only candidate who 
had any show for the appointment. He 
could have been slipped in before the other 
candidates knew that Weber had resigned. 
So far Senator Cullom has not withdrawn 
his indorsement of Hitch, but already objec- 
tions are coming im from Llinois against 
giving one Congressional district two im- 
portant Federal offices, and half a dozen 
leading Republicans who want to be Marshal 
have taken fresh hope. It is likely that 
Weber’s resignation will not be acted on un- 
til Senator Cullom goes home und looks over 
the field. ,

PASSAGE OF THE BILL IN THE HOUSE 
BY A ROUND MAJORITY. 


Jadge Prendergast Explains the Features 
of the Measure — The Drainage Bill 
Thought in a Sure Position to Become a 
Law—Chance for the Crawford Primary 
Bill —- Protest of Chicago Grocers Against 
the Faller Adulterated Food Bill. 


SprInGFiecp, III., May 14.—[Special.]—The 
Jury Commission bill passed the House today 
there being only 16 votes against it. Judge 
Prendergast came down and kept the Demo- 
oruts in line and Mr. Crafts aided him by ex- 
plaining its provisions. The latter impressed 
upon the members the fact that the law was 
intended to benefit Cook County, although 
any other county could adopt it by a vote of 
the people, and this caused Mr. Merritt to 
remark that Cook County always wanted to 
introduce novelties. In view of this Mr. 
Merritt was opposed to the bill, and for the 
further reason that the Cook County grand 
juries had done some excellent work for the 
State within his recollection. Mr. Cocbran 
thought that as the law would not be in torce 
anywhere unless the people voted for it, it 


was unobjectionable. There was a defect in 


the method of selecting cur grand and petit 
juries. He contrasted the evils of our pres- 
ent system and pointed out the advantages 
offered by tne billand therefore hoped that 
it would be passed by both Houses, signed by 
the Governor, and adopted by every county in 
the State. 

Judge Graham and Messrs. Whitehead and 
Quinn also spoke in favor of the bill, Mr. 
Tyler ot Adams being the only other ob- 
eine and the roll being calied there were 

votes in favor of its passage. 

The Senate Committee on Judiciary this 
afternoon heard Judge Prendergast upon the 
bill, which had not been presented to the Sen- 
ate for the reason that the Clerk of the House 
had just entered the chamber when the Sen- 
ate adjourned. Senator McDonald, however, 
wanted an expression of the committee upon 
the bill, so that in case it was favorable to 
the measure there would be no need of re- 
ferring it. Senator Humphrey objected to 
this, ana after some little discussion the 
committee thought it would be unwise to act 
upon the bill before it was received. 


THE DRAINAGE BILL 18 SAFE. 


It Will Be a Special Order for Friday or 
Tuesday and Will Pass. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 14.—[Special.]—The 
Drainage billis safe.

CHANCE FOR THE CRAWFORD BILL. 


Members of the Elections Committee Con- 
clude to Change Their Tactics. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., May 14.— [Special. — 
The Elections Committees of the Senate and 
House changed their tactics today and re- 
ported favorably on the Hayes and Crawford 


Primary bills. This makes it reasonably 


certain that the Crawford bill will be- 
come a law, but it is doubtful if 
the Hayes measure will be so fortunate as to 
get beyond second reading in the Senate, as 
it was only by a scratch that the latter 
escaped from the Senate Committee on 
Elections. When it was taken up in 
that Committee Senator Gibbs moved 
to have it referred to the Chicago 
members upon the committee. Senator 
MacMillan, although not a member of tne 
committee, was present and spoke against it, 
though he said he was not opposed to it be- 
cause Judge Prendergast and others who 
favored it were Democrats. He was heartily 
in sympathy with the object of the bill and 
some of its features were good, but as a 
whole it would make matters a great deal 
worse than they were now. Mr. Hayes, the 
author of the measure, was given a hearing, 
and dwelt at considerable length upon the 
corruption existing in the present primary 
system. He was not afraid that the two 
parties would tail to recognize the delegates 
selected at a primary held under the Election 
Commissioners. Senator Thomas was bitter- 
ly opposed to the bill and said he would 
never vote to have the primaries of his party 
placed under the control of the Election 
Commissioners, He wanted them controlied 
by his own party. The motion to refer the 
bill to the Chicago members of the commit- 
tee carried, and they at once reported the 
same back with the recommendation that it 
pass. A motion was then made to report the 
bill out favorably, and upon the call of the 


roll Senator Gibbs explained that he voted 4 


‘‘ave’’ not because the measure was satis- 
factory, but because it was possible to make 
it so. Senator Thomas thinks the Crawford 
law is sufficient in its provisions to remedy 
ali the ills at present existing without creat- 
ing the confusion that must necessarily fol- 
low in the wake of the Hayes bill should it 
ever pass. 

The Crawford bill will be reported in the 
House in the morning with the amendments 
added by the Comaiittee on Elections today. 
None of these amendments are important 
further than that they supply details such as 
making provision for two cierks in each pre- 
cinct and requiring the juages to preserve 
the poll lists, which are to be kept by the 
clerks during the voting, together with the 
ballots, for twenty days after the primary. 
As a further precaution against fraudulent 
voting an amendment was made so that no 
one can vote at the primary who does not 
belong to the party conducting it. 


AGAINST ADULTERATED FOOD, 


The Fuller Bill Ordered Advanced—A Pro- 
test from Chicago Grocers. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 14 — [Special.] — The 
Fuller Adulterated Food regulator has been 
recalled trom the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee and ordered to second reading. The 
wishes of me wholesale grocers of Chicago 
and others interested in it are likely to re- 
The measure 
makes it unlawful for any person, company, 
or corporation, or any manager, agent, offi- 
cer, or employé of any person, company, or 
corporation in this State to manufacture or 
cause to be manufactured, or to sell or offer 
for sale, any food products, such as butter, 
cheese, flour, sugar, spices, or other articles 
calculated or intended used 
as food which shall be adulterated 
or mixed w.th any foreign or deleterious. 
substance not necessary in the manufacture 
of such article, or rendering the same in any 
degree impure or unwholesome. Goods of 
this character already manufactured are in- 
cluded in the prohibition and first offenders 
are liable to a fine of not less than $100 nor 
more than $200. For each subsequent offense 
in which a former conviction is proved the 
penaity shall bea fine of not less than $500 
nor more than $1,000, or imprisonment in the 
county jail for not less than thirty days nor 
more than one year, or both,in the discre- 
tion of the court; andif a corporation, the 
forfeiture of all corporate rights may, in the 
discretion of the court, be made a part of the 
judgment. 

The country members are almost unani- 
mous in urging the passage of the measure, 
and they voted to recall it from the Judiciary 
Committee on motion of Mr, Mooney. Mr. 
Crafts tried to stop them with the piea that 
the bill was an attack on the dairy interest 
of the State in that it would prohibit the col- 
oring. of butter, etc. However, the House 
sustained the Mooney motion by a vote of 89 
to 13, the Cook County members being re- 
corded as follows:

GOV. OGLESBY VINDICATED. 


The Charges of Extravagance on His Part 
Declared Wholly Groundless, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 14.—[Special.]— 
Senator Shumway, who undertook to en- 
hance his Congressional aspirations by ques- 
tioning the honesty of Uncle Dick” 
Oglesby and the expenditures during the 
Governor’s Administration, has not only in- 
curred the enmity of his own party but was 
today given adrubbing by Senators Johns 
and Mathews in their speeches on the re- 
ports of the results of the investigation of 
the expenses at the Executive Mansion for 
the last four years, 

Somehow Senator Strattan, for the last 
week or ten days, has been laboring under 
the hallucination that his steps have been 
constantly dugged, and that a general desire 
has been manifested to have him withdraw the 
minority report to the Committee on Appro- 
priations. eeven declared in the Senate 
today that he had been told, or it had been 
intimated to him, that if he would withdraw 
the report he would be the greatest man in 
the Senate. This was funny, but not half so 
much so as the statement soon after made by 
Senator Shumway that the Senator from 
Jefferson had been approached. He had 
been toid thatif he would withdraw the re- 
port and announce himself as a candidate 
for State Treasurer he would be given 10,000 
Republicaa votes. This was more than the 
sedate Senators could stand and they were 
convulsed with laughter. Two reports had 
been presented from the ommittee 
on Appropriations, one by the major- 
1 and the other by the minority 
of the sub-committee, and the former recom- 
mended that the latter be laid upon the table. 
Both reports were ordered read for the in- 
formation of the Senate, and at the conciu- 
sion of the reading Senator Strattan declared 
that an attempt had been made to smother 
up the report without giving the Democratic 
members an opportunity of going on record. 
He was followed by Senator Shumway, who 
alleged that there had been great extrava- 
gance in the matter of expenses at the mis- 
sion, and thatit was an outrage upon the 
overburdened taxpayers. Senator Johns re- 
plied to the remarks of «he gentiemen at con- 
siderable length, pointing out the inaccura- 
cies and inconsistencies of the minor- 
ity report. Ia closing be alluded 
to the fact that the Senator 
from Christian had during the campaign 
devoted himself entirely to speeches upon 
the extravagances of Gov. Ogiesby, and as a 
result ran behind Gen. Paimer in his own 
county and Cleveland in Montgomery Coun- 
ty. Senator Mathews wound up the dis- 
cussion. The resolution of the minority he 
characterized as an attempt to malign the 
character of one man, and it was a strange 
thing that this attack on Gov. Oglesby should 
come at this time. For thirty years he had 
been before the electric light of public @pin- 
ion, and no one had ventured to say that he 
was not an honest man. As he retired to 
private life the tongue of the slanderer came 
forth. It was not the first time that men 
had tried to link their names with the names 
of great men, thereby seeking to elevate and 
attract attention to themselves. The charge 
coula not do the Democratic party any good, 
and would not do Gov. Oglesby harm, as he 
og held too dearly in the hearts of the peo- 
ple.

The Senate Refuses to Keep the Miller Re- 
formatory Bill Tied Up. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 14.—[Special.]—The 
Senate has refused to allow the Miller Re- 
formatory and Parole bill to be tied uptor a 
week. After the reading of tne journal of 
yesterday Senator Washburn moved to re- 
consider the vote by which the motion to re- 
consider was made a special order for one 
week from today and it carried by a vote of 
28to17. Senator Fuller then stated to the 
Senate why he had made the motion and 
the necessity for making an appropriation. 
Senator Chapman, who is the principal ad vo- 
cate of the bill, saw no reason for making an 
appropriation. The Governor could change 
the nitentiary districts until the Joliet 
District embraced ali ot the State, and this 
would prevent a lessening of the prisoners 
at that institution. If it was desired that an 
appropriation should be made it could be at- 
tached to a bill in the House in the interests 
of the penitentiaries and not delay the pass- 
age of the Miller bill in the Senate. There- 
fore, by a vote of 26 to 19 the Senate laid the 
motion to reconsider on the table. 


Thinks Dr. Rauch an Autocrat, 

SPRINGFIELD, II., May 14.— [Special.] — The 
joint conference committee of the House and 
Senate upon the General Appropriation bill 
held a meeting tbis afternoon and proceeded 
without any hitch upon the items mentioned 
in the bill until the Board of Health was 
reached.

NO TRACES OF CRONIN IN TORONTO. 


A Chicago Investigator Declares Corre- 
spondent Loag’s “Interviews” Mythical. 
Toronto, Ont., May 14.—[Special.]—P. Me- 

Garry, a member of the committee appointed 
by the trish-American societies of Chicago 
to try to discover the whereabouts or tate 
of Dr. Cronin, the missing Chicago physi- 
cian, is here at the Rossin House, the scene 
of the alleged interview between a man 
named Long, aformer Chicagoan, and the 
missing man. From his investigation, made 
since his arrival here last night, he says he 
has no doubt that the alleged interview 
is a myth. Long, he says, has ad- 
mitted to him that he went into the 
special dispatch business to make money. 
Long has not, however, admitted to him that 
he did not see Cronin, but insists that he 
met on the streets of Toronto a man whom 
he believed to be the doctor, whom be had 
known wellin Chicago, and began to talk 
with him over his troubles in Chicago, but 
the supposed Dr. Cronin did not and would 
not converse with him, and after a minute or 
two told him thatif he did not leave off he 
would have him (Long) arrested as a 
lunatic, and on this incident, apparently, 
rest the many interviews which have been 
telegraphed from this city to pointsin the 
United States. It is true, however, that 
Long knew Cronin in Chicago—he and 
Cronin and Frank Scanlan and James Bo- 
land. the last two being members of the 
same committee with McGarry, having been 
members of the same lodge of the Royal 
League Benevolent Society in Chicago. Mr. 
MoGarry is more than ever convinced now 
of Dr. Cronin's death. He will leave tomor- 
row moraing for St. Catharines, where the 
doctor has many friends, and will goto 
Montreal before returning to Chicago.

John Carroll, a tailor, who isa brother-in-law 
of Dr. Cronin, says there is no truth in the 
story that Cronin is in town, and he feels 
grieved at the stories published by the news- 
papers.

THE OBITUARY RECORD, 


Nathaniel S. Cushing. 

Nathaniel 8, Cushing, who died Monday at 
Lombard, III., was one of the oldest settlers 
in Chicago. He was born at Salisbury, N. 
H., in 1804, and came Westin 1837, first lo- 
cating at Carmi, Du Page County, in this 
State. Three years later he moved to Chi- 
cago, and since that time had been identified 
with the growth of the Western metropolis. 
When Mr. Cushing, shortly after being es- 
tablished in business here, made his resi- 
dence at No. 148 Dearborn street, about the 
spot where the First National Bank Building 
now stands, that location was looked upon 
as away out in the suburbs. 

He was one of the early workers in the 
abolition cause, and long before the agita- 
tion for universal freedom had become a Na- 
tional.issue many colored people in Northern 
lilinois, Wisconsin, and Canada had reason 
to remember with gratitude his assistance in 
providing them means to obtain their liberty. 
He was one of the first movers in the cause 
of temperance, a stanch member of the 
Congregational Church, and was one of the 
— of Plymouth Church in December, 

52. 

In polities Mr. Cushing was a thorough Re- 
publican. Although he never pushed his own 
claims on the party his work at the primaries 
Was ever unostentatious but none the less 
effective. During the late campaign he fre- 
quently expressed his regret that his infirmi- 
ties prevented him recording his sixteentn 
Presidential vote. He leaves a widow and 
one son, Mr. Edward T. Cushing. 


Ex-President Lerdo de Tejada, 


City or Mexico, May 14.—The funeral of 


ex-President Lerdo de Tejada took place to- 
day.

THE CUSTOM OF TIPPING IN GERMANY. 


It Is Nicely Regulated, Though Foreiga- 


ers Occasionally Disturb It. 

New York Sun: The continental German 
thinks that Americans don’t know much 
about tipping servants properly. When he sees 
an American tourist give a waiter five cents 
for serving a 50-cent dinner cr pay a cabman 
15 cents for an 11-cent ride he ejaculates * ig- 
noramus,”’ “sheepshead,” or vulgar Amer- 
ican.“ It never occurs to him that the Amer- 
ican is an overgenerous man with a princely 
income. Such extravagant tipping, accord- 
ing toGerman ideas, can only result from 
bad American breeding or stupidity or mne 


general disorder which a solid, patriotic Ger- 
man who has never been fifty miles away 
from his birthplace supposes to characterize 
everything American. 


In Germany a regular system of graded 


tips prevuils. A prosperous, respectable Ger- 
man would as soon think of not saying 


Prosit!“ when he drinks or of not shouting 


„Gesundheit!“ when his companion saeezes 
as of tipping a servant one little pfennig 
more than the system calls for. 
time the system was unwritten law. Of late 
years, however, a considerabie literature has 
appeared on the subject. In 1887 a Leipsic 
publishing house printed a fat volume on the 
origin, history, and correct method of tipping. 
Since then pamphlets of all sorts and sizes 
have appeared. These pamphlets are usually 
written by a needy herr doctor out of a job, 
are entitled “Das Trinkgeld,“ deplore the 
necessity of giving a lazy German waiter a 
cent and a quarter for delivering a glass of 
beer, and congratulate tne subjects of the 
great Bismarck and the Hohenzolierns be- 
cause they don’t have to give such big tips as 


For a long 


Englishmen, Russians. and Americans. 
Ine first rule of the German system of gra- 


tuities is to tip every subordinate or servant 
who does vou a service and does not own an 
establishment. 
pfennigs, about one cent and a quarter. This. 
is given to the waiter who serves a five-cent 
cup of coffee,a three-cent pint of beer, a 
30-cent dinner, a two and a half-cent cigar, 
or any ordinary’mixed drink. It is also the 


The minimum tip is five 


proper gratuity for the barber who has given 
ou a four-cent shave. It is not enough, 
owever, for the waiter who has served 
more than three glasses of beer, or for the 
barber who has cut your hair and parted it 


down the back of your neck. Ten pfennigs 
is then the correct amount. The waiter has 


a pretty good opinion of a man who drinks 
wine, and expects something right royal for 
pulling the cork. He is satisfied with 
jour cents. One cent more, however, 
will raise his opinion and broaden 
his smile tremendously... In Germany a dol- 
lar dinner is a big thing. It is the luxury of 
the nobility, officers, foreigners, and a few of 
the wealthiest tradespeople. The man who 
eats it is supposed to be a German million- 


aire (one-quarter of an American millionaire) 


or better. The waiter is prepared for un- 
usual generosity from millionaires. He won’t 
be content with less than seven cents; 10 
cents raises his servility to the top notch. 
He bows himself double every time a man 
who bas given him a 10 cent tip looks at him, 
and leaps about with acrobatic agility in re- 
sponse to every order. 

At first-class German hotels the guest of a 
week is expected to give his speciai waiter 75 
cents, the chambermaid abou' 40 or 50 cents, 
the boots 30 or 35 cents, and the portier 
about 60 cents. Plenty of other employés in 
a hotel turn up at the time of the guest’s de- 
purture in the hope of gouging him out of 
a few cents. ey are often successful 
with foreigners, although native Ger- 
mans always ignore them. About the 
only employé in a German hotel whose tips 
are exceptions to nearly ail rules is the por- 
tier. He is a handsome hotel clerk with mil- 
itary manners turned loose in a splendid biue 
and gold uniform. He is turned loose so that 
he can stand before the hotel looking fine, 
and impressing upon every one the idea that 
such an elegant tellow must represent an el- 
egant establishment. His duties involve the 
attempt to speak five or six languages, the 
bullying of all other employés in the house, 
and the instruction of all guests as to the 
lions of the town, what they may find to do, 
and how they must do it. The portier is 
always on hand when any tipping is going 
on, and theugh he is usually satished with 
sixty or seventy cents he doesn't turn a hair 
when he gets $2. Even Germans themselves 
are plundered by the portier. For Americans 
and Englishmen be is not much less expensive 
than a brigand or a body servant. 

In traveling, Germans secure a great deal 
of extracomfortfor small gratuities. The 
cabman who drivesa traveler to the train 
expects two or three cents above the regular 
fare. The porter whocarries bundies from 
the carriage to the train receives five or six 
cents. The train guard will try hard to re- 
serve a Whole compartment for the passenger 
who tips him 12 cents. Twenty-five cents, 
however, is needed to puta guard on his 
mettle. Germans of considerable wealth 
frequently save two or three dollars by 
traveling third-class and buying nearly all 
the privileges of a second-class compartment 
from the guard for 15 or 20 cents. 

The tipping of servants in private families 
is the most complicated part of the German 
system. Every one in tne household who 
gets wages orasalary, from the governess 
down to the cook, is ready to take gratuities 
from the visitors and callers upon the 
family. After a visit of a week a 
family friend should not say  good- 
by before he has made his little present 
to the governess, the chambermaid, the 
coachman, the cook, the buttons, and the 
butler. if a young man stays later than 10 
o’ciock when calliag upon his girl and her 
Frau Mama he must give two or three cents 
to the servant who unlocks the street door 
for him when he leaves. At dinner parties, 
cara parties, and balls the servants in the 
cloak-room, the dressing-room, and at the 
garden gate are terribly disappointed if they 
are not remembered by the departing 
guests. They generally get three or four 
cents from every well-to-do German guest 
who respects himself. | 

Of course, the prime object of all Germans 
in tipping according to the rules of their ex- 
act and elaborate system is to save money. 
Helter-skelter tipping, like that in America, 
would be aitogether mdiculous ip a coun- 
try like Germany, where most Judges 
of higher courts get only $1,200 a 
vear, ana college professors often wait 
twenty years before they can even hope 
for $15 or $20 a week.

PRINCE OF WALES ANXIOUS TO REP- 
RESENT THE QUEEN IN IRELAND. 


Feeling for Public Opinion on the Subject 
of the Vicerovyalty—The Queen Once Bit- 
terly Opposed to the Scheme—Will Em- 
peror William Visit Engiand ?—The Czar 
a Costly Guest—Gen. Boulanger and the 
Prince of Wales—Last of South Ken- 
sington Gardens. 


[New York Tribwne Oabie.: 
Lonpon, May 13.—There is a general im- 


pression that Mr. Howarth’s lettor to the 


Nimes on the subject of the viceroyalty was 
intended as a feeler to see in what direction 
opinion as regards it is going. The only 
member of the royal family who could go to 
Ireland would be the Prince of Wales. It is 
no secret that the Prince of Wales has al- 
ways had strong feelings about a royal resi- 
dence in Ireland, and many years ago one of 
his most confidential and trusted advisers, 
empowered by him, made known his opin- 
iops to the Queen with a view to 
his going to Ireland in some capacity 
as her representative. The Queen was 
much displeased and expressed her feelings 
strongly, as well as her desire that the sub- 
ject should never be mentioned again, and 
the Prince, wisely, not wishing to put him- 
self into opposition to the Crown, let the 
matter rest. The difficulty in finding a suc- 
cessor to Lord Londonderry has brought the 
guestion up again, and itis believed that the 
Prince would gladly aceept the position and 
undertake its duties if the country wished 1t. 
Hie position there would be different from 
that of a Lord Lieutenant, who must reside 
in Ireland the greater part of the year; 
whereas, were the Prince to go to Ireland, a 
residence of a few weeks during the Dublin 
season from January to March would be all 
he would be asked to do, which arrangement 
would not clash with his English engage- 
ments. 


THE LATE DUCHESS OF CAMBRIDGE’S RESI- 
DENCE. 


The Queen has given the late Duchess of 
Cambridge’s residence at Kewto the Duke 
of Cambridge for life, and after some neces- 
sary alterations and repairs he intends to 
live there a good deal during the summer 
months. The. Duke ot Connaught does not 
wish to hve at St. James Palace, and in due 
time quarters will probably be provided for 
him at Kensington. So the Queen has given 
the Duchess of Cambridge’s house to Prince 
Albert Victor in compliance with a request 
made by the Prince of Wales. who latterly 
has found the accommodation afforded by 
Marlborough house inadequate for his family 
and his establishment. Prince Albert Victor 
will not take up a residence at St. James Pal- 
ace until the beginning of next year, after 
which his Highness will probably reside in 
town much more than he has hitherto. 

EMPEROR WILLIAM’S VISIT. 

The papers are talking with great confi- 
dence of the festivities which to take 
place in London during the visit of the Ger- 
man Emperor in July. But unless I am much 


misinformed the Emperor will not come to. 


London at all, and will confine himseif to a 
visit to the Queen in the Isle of Wight. At 
this moment the relations between the Em- 
peror and the Princeof Wales are so strained 
that it is not possible for them to meet. 
Many attempts are being made w bring 
about peace, but the Emperor is obstinate 
and not-headed, and feels so aggrieved by 
the Prince of Wales’ remonstrances 
with him that he will not meet him. 
it may be that matters will 
be arranged before the visit comes‘off. But 
if thines remain as they now are the Em- 
peror will be accompanied by the Empress 
and two children, will probably arrive at 
Portsmouth escorted by a large German 
squadron, and, alter passing a week at Os- 
borne, will come incognito to London for a 
few days and return to Germany the same 
way. 
EMPRESS FREDERICK. 

Count Munster has been staying at Hom- 
burg for a few days on a visit tothe Empress 
Frederick, having proceeded there from Ber- 
lin, where the Emperor William intimated 
his intention ot conferring the Order of the 
Biack —— upon his Excellency, a step of 
considerable significance, as the Count is a 
persona gratissima to the Empress Fred- 
erick. 

I hear from Paris that the special object of 
Count Munster’s journey to Homberg is to 
confer with the Empress Frederick respect- 
ing the applicauons he has received from the 
poor relatives of the late Duchess of Galliera. 
who, having expected, and reasonably, to 
benefit by her will, were terribly disap- 
pointed to find that she had made the wid- 
owed Empress her principal heir. They are 
now clamoring that something should be 
done tor them by the Empress, who, no 
doubt, will act generously in the matter. 

A COSTLY VISITOR. 

The Shah will be in England during the 
greater part of July, and is to occupy apart- 
ments at Buckingham Palace during his stay 
in London. He isa costly guest, for in 1873 
his brief visit cost upward of £20,000, of 
which the Queen herself paid £12,000. There 
was a bill of £1,800 for cleaning and redecor- 
ating the rooms in Buckingham Palace which 
were occupied by the Shah, who, however, is 
reported to be now a much more civilized 
creature than he formerly was. He is to 
visit Birmingham, Liverpool, Manchester, 
and Leeds, and will make a short tour 
through Scotland, and he is expected to be 
— at the great naval review at Spit- 

ead Saturday, July 27, when one of the 
royal yachts will be placed at nis disposal— 
ey the Osborne, as the Prince and 

rincess of Wales will be with the Queen 
aboard the Victoria Albert. 


GEN. BOULANGER. 

Gen. Boulanger has not decorated the boy 
messenger Coward or anybody else; he has 
not presided at a dinner given at the Café 
Monica or * other establishment, and he 
has not beer interviewed by Arthur Roberts. 
He was, however, at Kempton Park Satur- 
day, where Lord Randolph Churchill intro- 
duced him to the Prince of Wales, wto was 
among the spectators. M. le Marquis de 
Gallifet and M. le Marquis de Breteuil, from 
their different points of view, will doubtless 
be interested to learn that he haa a prolonged 
conversation with his Royal Highness at 
Kempton.

THE BISHOP OF LINCOLN.

The Work of American Trappist Fathers 
in Kedeeming the Deadly Marshes. 

New York Sun: It is well known that the 
attractions of the lovely Italian peninsula 
have their drawbacks in the unhealthfulness 
of many parts of it. On the Mediterranean 
coast the Pontine marshes and the Tuscan 
maremme are fever-stricken tracts of the 
most dangerous sort. A popular saying in 
regard to the latter is that “in the maremme 
a man can make a fortune in a year if he 
does not die in six months.” The dreaded 
Pontine marshes, although not. marshy 
throughout their entire extent, are still 
more unhealthy, and on that account 
less cultivated. The greater part of 
them is devoted to the pasturage 
of buffaloes. The Adriatic and Sicilian 
coasts are similarly afflicted, though not so 
badly. The widely extended plains environ- 
ing Rome, and known as Agro Romano, are 
of volcanic origin and are at times the seat 
of malaria so pernicious and so dreaded that 
as soon as the crops have been gathered at 
the end of June the entire agricultural popu- 
latuon emigrates to the Alban Hills and does 
not return until the end of the following Oc- 
tober. 

The old Romans sought bya widespread 
system of drainage to improve the Agro 
Romano, and the numerous arccient drains, 
about five feet deep and from twenty-seven 
to forty inches Wide, discovered in recent 
years, are evidence of tneir plan and work. 

‘In modern times the discovery of some way 
to render these malarial tracts, particularly 
the Pontine marshes, salubrious and habita- 
ble has been the object of eager and persist- 
ent study by the savents of Italy. An inter- 
esting account of the application of this 
means and of the results 1s contained in the 
May number of the Vatholic World, uader the 
heading ot Ine Eucalyptus Culture at Tre 
Fontane.“ From this account the following 
particulars are obtained: ‘ 

Outside the walls of Rome, about two 
miles from the splendid basilica of St. Faul, 
is the church and abbey of San Paolo 
of the Three Fountains, built on te 
spot where the great apostle of 
the Gentiles was beheaded by order 
of Nero. In the year 209 the place became 
the scene of another martyrdom, on a much 
larger scale, by order of the Emperors Dio- 
cletian and Muaximian. Ten thousand two 
hundred ana three Christian soldiers who 
would not deny Christ, after 2 made to 
work at building the baths of Diocletian, 
were all butchered there. Their remains 
were thered together and then buried. 
Some time after a church calied Scaia Coeli 
was bulit over them. In 626 Pope Honorius 
founded near the spot a Benedictine monas- 
tery dedicated to the martyred monks, Vin- 
cent and Anastasius. 0 

After the fall of Napoleon the attention of 
Léo XII. was first particularly called to the 
condition of the spoliated shrines, and by 
bull of June 23, 1826, ne gave them in charge 
of Franciscan monks. But during these pre- 
vious seventeen years of neglect the place, 
never healthy of old, had become so dread- 
fully unhealthy that it was called The 
Tomb.“ No one would venture to stop there 
over night. A lay brother attenaed at cer- 
tain hours of the daytime to show the shrines 
to strangers, and left as soon as evening 
came. 

In July, 1867, several American monks 
were placed in possession of the premises. 
Every oae of them was stricken with fever. 
Toward evening they had to withdraw to 
temporary lodgings in Rome. The Trappists 
are cultivators of the soil, and, as a main 
feature of their plan for fighting the ma- 
laria, they decided, in 1870, to make trial of 
the eucalyptus globulus, then little known in 
Europe. Seed was scarce and dear. They 
began in a small way, and were not discour- 
aged by many experimental failures. Their 
first attempts were made around the monas- 
tery and witnin its precincts. 

The power of the eucalyptus to absorb 
moisture from the soil 1s marvelous. Learned 
French agricultural and forestry expérts tes- 
tify that it can absorb and evaporate in the 
space of twelve hours a quantity of water 
equivalent in weightto four or five times that 
of its “oe on and that in some places water, 
always before found quite close to the sur- 
face of the soil, after two years’ growth 
there of eucalyptus trees had sunk down- 
ward over three feet. The seeds of 
the eucalyptus are planted, usually in 
the autumn, in pcts or boxes filled with 
earth carefully prepared. The young plants 
germinate after a few days, must be 
kept clear of weeds, well watered, and pro- 
tected from excessive heat and high winds. 
After they have attained six oreicht months’ 
erowth they are fit to be set out in the plan 
tation. They reguire constant care and 
culture for three y A too great abun- 
dance of water in the soil, particularly if 
stagnant, is unfavorable; hence the Fathers 
had to do a great deal of drainage. Nor can 
the plants, except one sort, the Amygdalina, 
— u temperature as low as 60° — 

eit. 

The soil more or less throughout the Agro 
Romano, but particularly about Tre Fontane, 
offered an apparently insurmountable ob- 
stacle to tree planting of any kind. The sub- 
soil is a tufa of stony structure called capel- 
lacio, impenetrable by the plow, but improv- 
ing the soil when broken 1 une and mixed 
with it. The Trappist Fathers hit upon 
dynamite, never before used for that pur- 
pose, and for rapid biasting purposes invent- 
ed a boring machine, hand drills having 
been found too slow and too hard to work. 
Up to 1879 they, had attained complete suc- 
cess in plunting only eleven sorts of euca- 
lyptus, but in January, 1888, seventy were 
being grown, 2,000 acres were under cultiva- 
tion, and 300 convicts employed. 

The progressive sanitary improvements 
brought about up to 1882 by these pioneers 
and model growers of the eucalyptus in 
Europe may be summarized astollows: From 
1868 to 1874 ut the close of which year Dom 
Eutropius died, after several months of great 
fell vic- 
tims to malarial fever. As soon after their 
small beginning in 1870 as they had got one 
hectare (two and a half acres) planted with 
eucalyptus trees from 5 to 6 years old the 
beneficial’ effects on the health of the in- 
mates became apparent. No more deaths oc- 
curred, the improvement was continuous, 
cases of fever were of a mild type and be- 
came more and more rare. The Fatners and 
lay Brothers live on vegetables boiled in 
water with salt, but without butter. never, 
save in sickness, eat fish, meat, eggs, or but- 
ter, and work eight hours a day, either in 
the fields or at housework. 

In March, 1882, these nurseries contained 
55,000 young eucalyptus trees and covered 167 
acres, and the Fathers were looking forward 
to 250 acres, planted with 90,000 trees, in the 
October foilowing. Nine hundred trees per 
hectare are believed to suffice for obtaining 
the best sanitary effects possible. The culti- 
vation of the vine is also carried on success- 
fully at Tre Fontane, and five kinds of wine 
of fair quality are produced there. 

The Itallau Government has been an at- 
tentive observer of the successful labors of 
the Trappists, and has shown its apprecia- 
tion of their present and prospective value 
by special favors. It has given them 1,238 
acres ot adjoining national lands in the Agro 
Romano on a long lease, on the condition 
that there are to be raised on one-half of the 
same, inten years’ time, 125,000 eucalyptus 
trees. The remainder of the leased land 1s 
to pe put under cuitivation. 


Expelied from the Church. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 14.—/[Special.]— 
Mrs. L. A. Ward, the Beekmanite, appeared 
before the pastor and elders of the First 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church this after- 
noon to answer to the charge of heresy on 
account of her believing that Schweiniurth 
was Christ. She was accompanied by mem 
bers of her family and two other Beekman- 
ites. She pleaded not gulity and began to 
expound her belief, which the session de- 
clared irrelevant, and temporarily adjourned. 
At the conclusion of her remarks the session 
resumed its sitting. After considering the 
case for an hour and a hali Mrs. Ward was 
expelled from the church.

Marshal Jones’ Report Declared U

ASHINGTON, D. C. 14.— Attorney 
General Miller has received a report from 
United States Marshal Jones of Kansas in

He says he thought he appreciated the influx 
ol population that would follow the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation, and that he knew the 
people could look to the civil authorities only 
for safety and protection after April 22, when

ceased, and consequently he attempted, and, 
he thinks, successfully, to organize a force of 
Marshals at different points where it was 
Supposed there wouid be a concentration of 
people sufficient to preserve them from law- 
lessness and bloodshed, which it was expect- 
ed would follow the opening of the Terri- 
wry. Marshal Jones gives the names of 
some oi his deputies and says where they 
were stationed, and tuen says: 

The full number of Deputy Marshals in Okla- 
homa appointed by me is nineteen, besides the 
ag temporarily appointed at the request of 
tue railroad company. I believe that à few of 
my ,deputies have a:tempted to file on as many 
tracts of land in the Territory, Dut I know many 
of them have not. and, whije I instructed them 
not to de so, when they saw themseives sur- 
rounded by from 500 to 700 persons at Guthrie and 
at least half that number at Oklahoma waiting 
for the hour of 12 to come I do not wonder thas 
some of them—deputies who were serving with 
out pay and only there in the interests of good 
order—took the fever and attempted to get a 
home. As to myself, I never attempted to home- 
stead a foot of la: d either in Oklahoma or aay 
other Territory or State. 

In a postscript Marshal Jones says: 

The country is absolutely quiet in Oklahoma, 
and I am astonished at the false reports of blood- 
sbed circulated by the papers. There has not 
been a single person killed by violence in that 
Territory since April 22. 

It is under- 
stood that the Attorney General is not satis- 
fied with the report and says he will call 
upon the Marshal for a 1 report 
giving the name of each officer who filed a 
claim and a description of the land secured 
by him, together with an account of the at- 
tending circumstances.

They aiso 
voted for delegates to the Constitutional Con- 
vention to be held in Sioux Falls Juiy4 The 
proposed State has been divided into 
twenty-five districts, each of which 
chooses three delegates. Although three 
delegates are to be chosen from each district, no 
voter is permitted to have more than two names 
on his ticket, the purpose being to give the mi- 
nority in any district a chance to select one of the 
three. It the Constitution of 1885 shall be rati- 
fied—which it certainly will be—tne duties of the 
convention will be conpfinedto mak the fol- 
lowing changes therein and resubmitting it to 
another meeting, to be held Oct. 1: 

First, substituting South Dakota’ for Da- 
kota,’ as the name of the State; second, chan 
ing the northern boundary from the forty-six 
paraliel of the north latitude’ to ‘the seventh 
standard parallel’; third, making such altera- 
tions inthe boundaries of tne legislative and 
judicial districts as shall have been rendered 
necessary for population since 1885; fourth, mak- 
ing such other changes, particularly in the 
schedule and ordinance, as shall have been ren- 
dered nevessary by the Congressional Enabling 
act

Tue news that Gov. Hill of New York has 
vetoed the Saxton Eiectoral Reform bill 
will not occasion any surprise among those 
familiar wita bis antecedents or his record 
ae Governor.

THE RACE QUESTION IN THE S0UTH. 

The Southern papers are not only greatly 
exercised at present over the tariff question 
as avote divider but also over the question 
of the negro as a voter, and their views in 
the one case are just as divergent asin the 
other. The Richmond (Va) Tunes (Dem.), 
for instance, concedes that Mr. Royall is 
right in his contention that tne fifteenth 
amendment should be repealed and the negro 
be disfranchised, and that the negro should 
never have had the ballot at all. It has no 
doubt Mr. Royall’s claim as an abstract prop- 
osition is sound, but it does not exactly see 
the way to carry it out. It doubts on the one 
hand whether the North would allow an 
amendment to the Constitution to be re- 
scinded and on the other whether the South 
would consent to sacrifice its proportion of 
representation in the Electoral College and 
in Congress on the grotnd that the negro is 
not allowed to vote. Hence, it thinks if the 
South undertakes to disfranchise the negro 
as a remedy for its troubles tne road will be 
a harder one than the present, which is,” 
says the Nimes, to demand that the Southern 
States be left to the control of each one’s 
own affairs just us other States are.” 

This is one view. Going to the other ex- 
treme of the South, the Galveston (Tex.) Vews 
(Dem.) asserts that Northern Republicans 
care nothing for the negro except as they 
can use him for their political purposes: that 
his real friends are in the South (?¢); that 
„dis best and truest friends, those who are 
willing to make the greatest sacrifices to 
promote his welfare, are to be found in the 
South (), and consequently that he can 
accomplish much more for his race by using 
the ballot in defense of principles [what 
principles !] than as a lever to force a few of 
his color into office.”” While it is difficult to 
read with a grave face that Southern white 
Bourbons are willing to make the greatest 
sacrifices to promote the negro’s welfare, 
still the position of the Vews, an influential 
paper, 1s important because it distinctly con- 
cedes the right of the negro to vote, which 
covers the entire contention of the Northern 
Republicans. Their claim goes no further 
than that negroes shail have the right to 
vote and to have their votes honestly counted. 
They have no fears as to the principles for 
which they would vote under such circum- 
stances. 

There is a third view of the negro question 
which compietely offsets the Texas view and 
practically carries out the theoretical Virginia 
view. It was put in practical operation in 
Georgia, Alabama, and Mississippi last fall, 
as it had been many times before, but more 
completely, for not only were the negroes 
disfranchised but scores of them were 
lynched for no offense except that their skins 
were biack, hundreds of them were driven 
away from their homes, and in numerous 
other cases their homes were burned and 
their little property stolen. During the last 
two weeks this third view of the question 
has been illustrated with still greater em- 
phasis at St. Martin and Lafayette, La., 
where upon the plea of enforcing white su- 
premacy, though there was no such question 
at issue, as there were no Republican candi- 
dates in the field, the local and State laws 
were suspendéd by an armed mob and the 
election was prohibited in order to disfran- 
chise the negroes and keep them from vot- 
ing for white Democrats. To aad to the effect- 
iveness of this style of disfranchisement the 
Attorney General, who was sent to Lafayette 
reports that it 
was a trivial affair, that tnere is no hostility 
to the negroes, and that the negroes bear no 
hostility to their white neighbors. But 
meanwhile there has been no election held, 
either at St. Martin or Lafayette, and there 
will be none so long as any negro makes an 
effort to vole. At Gretna, the Capital of 
Jefferson Parish, the regulating Bourbons 
are also making encouraging headway in 
suppressing the negro vote by burning the 
church, the school-houses, and the houses of 
the negroes, killing some of them and driv- 
ing the rest away from the place. Perhaps 
these are some of the sacrifices which the 
Galveston News says the South is making to 
promote the negro’s welfare! 

Thus the Southern view of the negro ques- 
tion is cloudy and mixed. So far as the Na- 
tional features of it are concerned the Na- 
tional authority when Congress meets may 
help to regulate it, but so far as the local 
features are concerned what hope of settle- 
ment can there be when even whites are not 
allowed to vote and elections are run by 
mobs ana Winchester rifies instead of by 
municipal and State laws? 


ITALY'S RELATIONS TO FRAN CE. 

Recent dispatches from the Continent 
foreshadowing the dissolution of the present 
Italian Ministry are accompanied by the 
statement that the existing alliance with 
Germany is weakening and that when a new 
Ministry comes into power it will take steps 
towards a revival of the old alliance with 
France under which Italy was much more 
prosperous than she is now. Since the Ger- 
man consolidation, as is well known, little 
by little italy has broken off with France and 
gravitated over to Germany, and year by year 
the change of relation has involved a heavier 
financial strain upon her. Last year the 
termination of the commercial treaty’ with 
France, under the terms of which Italy had 
been prospered, added materially to this 
strain. The custom-house receipts last year 
fell off over $12,000,000 and the exports over 
$28,000,000. The Minister of Finance an- 
nounced a deficit of $12,000,000 and the ne- 
cessity of raising $30,000,000 by increased 
taxation. 

This proposed increase of taxation is nec- 
essary to meet increased military expend- 
itures, and these military expenditures have 
deen necessitated by the German alliance. 
The abrogation of the French treaty may be 
responsible for a portion of the deficit and 
for the falling off of trade, for Italy has 
some manufactured products, particularly in 


circumstances might have been in good de- 
mand for the French market, but the main 
trouble with Italy is that she bas too much 
army and navy for a country with no coal 
‘and little iron, few solid products of any 
kind but marble, and dependent for her pros- 
perity upon her silk products, agriculture to 
a certain extent, and sales of statuary, pict- 
ures, and articles of bijouterie and vertu 
turned out by her lapidaries and other arti- 


| sans. 


She is obliged to keep up a standing 
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| army of nearly half a million men, besides a 
militia of a million and a half, and 80,000 of 
her young men are levied upon every year 
for the standing army, while the rest are 
called upon to serve six months with the col- 
ors. Her navy, according to the last report, 
numbered 140 vessels, and 79 more of various 
kinds were building. Her navy roster for 
1887 showed the names of nearly 14,000 men. 
A drain of this sort in a country where agri- 
culture is stillin a primitive condition and 
the import of grain is gréater than the ex- 
port, and where there are few manufactures 
except of marble and silk, fastens an enor- 
mous burden of taxation upon the people. 
They are paying a terrible price for the 
privilege of their German alliance in direct 
taxation besides the loss of their interna- 
tional trade advantages with France and the 
indirect damage which comes from the dis- 
turbance of their friendly relations with 
that country. The peace party is rapidly 
growing in Italy. The majority of the peo- 
ple have no desire to irritate France, and 
there is little doubt that when the oppor- 
tunity presents itself of restoring their old 
relations without directly antagonizing Ger- 
many they will eagerly. hasten to improve it. 


LINCOLN CHARGED WITH VIOLATING HIS 
OATH. - 

Ia a labored and fallacious attempt to jus- 
tify Lee and other West Point officers in the 
regular army who broke their oaths and went 
over to the support of the Southern Confeder- 
acy at the opening of the siaveholders’ rebeli- 
ion the Richmond (Va.) Dispatch says: Mr. 
_Lincoin positively violated his oath of office 
when he set the negroes free.“ 
sertions like this cannot be suffered to pass 
unrebuked. When Mr. Lincoln assumed the 
duties of the Presidency he took an oath to 
„ preser ve, protect, and defend the Constitu- 
tion of the United States,“ and that Cousti- 
tution declared that he should “take care 
that the laws be faithfully executed.’’ Early 
in his term Lincoln was confronted with 


the laws of the United States in the 
Southern section of the Union. The 
forts and other property of the United 
States were seized, its flag torn down, and 
its anthority detied by lawless insurgents. 
In order to enforce the lawsof the United 
States and maintain the National authority 
the President was required to use military 
force, and as Commander in Chief of the Army 
he was invested with all the powers embodied 
in the laws of war as recognized by all civii- 
ized nations. The laws of civilized war 
everywhere recognize the right to con 

the property of insurgents and where slavery 
exists to free their siaves. There is not the 
slightest doubt that the emancipation of the 
slaves was a vroper, legitimate, and justifi- 
able exercise of the war power. 

During peace the President could not con- 
fiscate property or free slaves, but in a time 
of secession and rebellion against the Na 
tional authority, when the war powers 
of the Constitution came into opera- 
on, he could do both to any extent 
thought necessary. He could confiscate the 
mules, wagons, and provisions of the insur- 
gents, and for the same reason could take 
their slave property away.fromthem. There 
was no peculiar sanctity about alleged slave 
property that exempted it from the laws of 
war which apply to all other property. The 
proclamation of emancipation was issued 
solely as a War measure and so stated, and 
was made to apply only to the States and 
parts of States then in rebellion against the 
Unitea States. Parts of the slaveholding 
South then inside the Union lines and not in 
actual rebeliion were exempted from its pro- 


keep within the war powers of the Constitu- 
tion. The proclamation did not free the 
slaves in Missouri, Kentucky, Maryland, Del- 
aware, or in any locality where rebellion did 
not successfully prevail. Forty-eight coun- 
ties now belonging to West Virginia, seven 
counties of Virginia, and thirteen par- 
ishes in Louisiana were excepted as 
not being in actual rebellion. To claim 
that Lincoln violated his oath’? when he 
merely exercised a just, necessary, and 
proper war powerin putting down the Re- 
bellion, saving the Union, and enforcing obe- 
dience to the National laws by depriving in- 
surgents of their slave property is mon- 
strous. Ample warning was given, and if 
the Rebels had laid down their arms and 
ceased making violent resistance to the laws 
of the United States and returned to their 
allegiance their slaves would not have been 
taken. Complete justification for the procla- 
mation of emancipation was made when Lin- 
coln stated in the preamble that it was issued 
“by virtue of the power in him vested as 
Commander in Chief of the Army and Navy 
of the United States in time of actual armed 
rebellion against the authority and Govern- 
ment of the: United States and asa fit and 
necessary war measure for suppressing 
said Rebellion.” Lincoln broke no oath, but 
he would have been crimunally derelict in 
duty if, attempting to save the cursed thing 
—slavery—he had lost the Union. 


HALF A CENTURY OF LITIGATION. 
It is now fifty-three years since Mrs. 
Clark Gaines, then Mrs. Whitney, began 
suitin the United States Circuit Court in 
Louisiana against the City of New Orlears 
and others to recover the property of Danie) 
Clark, whom she alleged to be her father. 
During this haif century the case has been 
six times before the Supreme Court, and its 
last decision, given Monday, will doubtiess 
be a final one. 
Daniel Clark, a wealthy, resident of New 


that he was married or had a child. A will 


made by him in 1811 was admitted to probate. 


The executors under this will sold some of 
his property to the City of New Orleans for 
$4,700. The city afterwards subdivided it 
and sold it in 1821 for $47,000. It is now 
worth about $700,000. In 1832 Mrs. Gaines, 
who had been brought up ignorant of her 
parentage, learned she was the daughter of a 
secret marriage of Ciark’s, and got posses- 
sion of a will made by him the year of his 
death giving her his property. That Clark 
was married as alleged and that Myra was 
his child has been proven beyond doubt. 

In 1834 she, being then Mrs. Whitney, tried 
to have the will ot 1813 admitted to probate 
in the State Court. Failing in that she began 
suit in the United States Court in 1836. 
Whitney spent all his money and died. His 
widow married Gen. Edmund Gaines of the 
army. He spent his money and he, too, died. 
So did Mrs. Gaines before this final decision. 
The City of New Orleans, which had guaran- 
teed the titles of those to whom it sold, had 
so much at stake that it fought the claimant 
with untiring energy and at last comes out of 
the contest not as badly off as it feared. The 
decision of tne court e rendered in 1867, 
gave Mrs. Gaines $1,925,000. This was made 
up of two items—$567,000 for the value of the 
property sold by the city and 81.358, 000 for 
the mesne profits—the rents of the land dur- 
ing the long period of adverse possession. 
This first item the Supreme Court allows. 
the second it disallows, so that the heirs of 
Mrs. Gaines will get but about a quarter of 
what they expected. 

Nor does it follow that, they will get half a 
million. No one knows what bills yet remain 
unpaid. The printing of the record alone 
for the use of the Supreme Court cost $10,000, 
and the lawyers’ fees will be in proportion. 
To make matters worse there is a dispute 
about Mrs. Gaines’ will, and the moment

THE PRIMARY BILLS FALLING BETWEEN 
TWO STOOLS. 

It is pretty plain that the Crawford Pri- 
mary Election bill, which passed the Senate, 
will not get through the House, and that the 
Hayes bill, which passed we House, will not 
be acted on by the Senate. Each body has 
passed a stock-yards bill which the other re- 
pudiates, and the Telephone bill of the Upper 
House cannot be reached in the Lower 
House because it has bills before it on the 
same subject that it is playing with. 

Soon after the Federal Constitution was 
adopted Washington and Jefferson, being at 
tea together, were discussing it. The latter 
questioned the wisdom of having two Houses. 
Presently Washington caught Jefferson pour- 


ing his tea from his cap into the saucer—it 


was not unfashionable at that period. Why 
do you do that?’ said George. That I may 
cool my tea,” said Tom. Precisely,” said 
Washington; and we have two Houses that 
we may cool off our legislation.“ Nowadays 


the smart members use two Houses not so } 


much as a means of cooling as of freezing off 
legislation. It is done after this ingenious 
fashion: 

When there is a popular demand for a law, 
like the Primary bill, for instance, which the 
machine politicians who fix things dare not 
openly antagonize, they introduce in each 
House slightly different bills on the same 
subject. Each body passes with arush the 
one laid before it and sends it to the other, 
where it is incontinently put in that ice-box 
called a committee, and is there frozen to 
death. The Senators and Representatives 
who are in the game stand up sturdily for 
Each 
side claims that its alone can carry out the 
noble reform all have so much at heart (J). 
Each tells his colleagues that they have as 
much brains as the fellows on the other side 
of the Capitol, and that it will never do to 
throw away the time and labor spent on a 
superior bill to accept the other House’s in- 
ferior bill. By sticking to this plan the ses- 
sion closes with no legisiation on the subject. 
This is the cunning little game now being 
played on the primary bills. 

Then the politicians return to Chicago and 
say to the reformers: “You see what a gal- 
“lant fight we made. We sweated profusely 
“to get that bill through our House, but those 
“ pigheaded fellows at the otLer end of the 
Capitol would not give way, and we had our 
labor for our pains.“ The reformers will be- 
lieve them, and when they are out of sight 
the machine politicians will wink atone an- 
other, and in that and other ways express 
deep but silent merriment and say: “Did 
“those fellows really think that we were soft 
“enough to make the Central Committeeman 
a mere figurehead, to put it out of his pow- 
“er to have some jacks and aces up his 
„sleeve so hecan deal us the kind of delegate 
“hand we want from his ward? Where would 
““‘we be if the Central Committeeman could 
“not fix things?’ 

The machine men, Republicans and Demo- 
crats alike, evidently had no- Wought of pass- 
ing a bill to reform primaries. From their 
point of view it would have been as silly as 
su wing off the limb between themselves and 
the trunk of the tree. They enlisted in the 
cause of reform only that they might betray 
those who believe in it By playing each 
House against the other they carried their 
point on primary election legislation and 
many other matters.

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AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

Judge Waterman rendered a decision yes- 
terday in the case of the City vs. the Chica- 
go, Burlington & Quincy Road which in- 
volved the question of whether the city or 
the railroad company is responsible for 
damages growing out of the erection of a 
viaduct at Polk street. The decision is in 
favor of the city on every point. The dam- 
ages are held to be a part of the expense of 
the viaduct. The railroad company contract- 
ed to bear that expense in return for valua- 
ble rights and privileges granted by the city, 
and it must stand by its bargain. The Judge 
says: “By ordinance the city granted to 
the defendant [the C., B. & Q.] valuable 
rights and privileges, and as a consideration 
for this the cOMpany, among other things, 
promised to pay all the cost of constructing 
thé viaduct. For all that, in accepting the 
ordinance, the defendant promised to do it 
received a consideration satisfactorv to it. Its 
obligation is no different from what it would 
be if, instead of receiving valuable rights 
and privileges, it received a large sum of 
money. . . . The city in passing the ordi- 
nance . . . paid it [thecompany] for con- 
structing the viaduct just as completely as it 
it had given it a sum of money forsucha 
purpose.“ It was not contended in this case 
that the land damages are not part of the 
expense of construction. The importance of 
the decision, which is almost certain to be 
Sustained by the Supreme Court, is great. 
The viaduct ordinances pertaining to the 
other roads are more stringent in terms 


than, though the same in principle as, the 


one on which Judge Watermay’s judgment 
is based. The railroad companies are re- 
sponsibie for every cent of damages already 
incurred or yet to be incurred in building 
viaducts over their tracks. Of course the 
corporations will fight the assessment in the 
courts, but this will not avail them. 
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IDAHO AND WYOMING WANT TO COME IN. 

Stimulated by the sight of their neighbors 
taking the preliminary steps toward State- 
hood, Idaho and Wyoming are bracing up 
and putting forth their claim for a similar 
privilege. The Idaho people, headed by 
their Delegate in Congress, are muking a 
breezy statement of the considerations that 
entitie them to come in right away, and pro- 
pose to show they are all ready for the honor 
even if the next Congress should not see fit 
to let them in. They set forth that they have 


| 55,000,000 acres—an area bigger than that of 


New York, New Jersey, Massachusetts, and 
New Hampshire combined—of which 18,000,- 
000 are mountainous, 15,000,000 agricultural 
lands, 7,000,000 forests, 600,000 lakes, and tne 
rémainder grazing lands. They claim that 
1,500,000 acres are now under cultivation, 
and that 15,000,000 more can be irrigated and 
made productive [?]. They have advanced to 


the fifth place as a bullion-producing com- 


Munity, and their mineral productions in- 
clude iron, copper, salt, sulphur, mica, 
marble, sandstone, granite, limestone, 
cinnabar, and tin. They have 1,000 miles of 
railroad, 376 public schools, 20.433 children of 
school age,a debt of barely $200,000, and 
property valued at $60,000,000.

Even conceding their own fig- 
ures they will fall far below the basis of 
representation which will be fixed under the 
new enumeration.

COMPONENTS OF ELECTRICITY. 

A writer in the Ziectrical Review presents an 
interesting theory of the reiation of chem- 
ical force to electrical energy. It is not 
necessary to reproduce his formulz in 
order to understand the nature of the result 
at which he arrives. He says that 400 cubic 
feetof air at a temperature of 100° Fahrenheit 
will contain one pound of water vapor, the 
force in which 1s equal to the work of lifting 
1,282 tons through a distance of one foot. He 
thinks this is amply sufficient to account for 
all the tremendous display of energy wit- 
nessed ina violent thunder storm, and ft 1s 
only necessary to understand how it can 
be liberated. His theory is that tne 
molecules of water are expanded when 
dissolved in the air, and reach a 
still further degree of expansion by reason 
of the heat absorbed ”’ when in the form of 
clouds and in the rarefied atmosphere of 
great altitudes. It then attains a point at 
which the well known phenomenon of disas- 
sociation begins, and the molecules are 
broken up into their original elements, oxy- 
gen and hydrogen, or into hydrogen and hy- 
droxyl, which is the water element having a 
unit affinity and acting like a monad ele- 
ment. He thinks, also, it is probable this is 
the mysterious ** ozone,”. so called. The hy- 
droxyl is an exceedingly unstable body. It 
takes up hydrogen to complete the water mole- 
cule, or two molecules of it will give up one 
atom of oxygen to form the water molecule.“ 
A number of these elements arrange them- 
selves like little batteries, and electrical phe- 
nomena are the result. 

Probably this theory contains the germ of 
a solution of the mystery presented by thun- 
der and lightning, though it may not be cor- 
rect in fact. No one in this age will dispute 
the assertion that they are natural phe- 
nomena, produced by the forces of nature. 
An intimate connection between heat and 
electric excitation was traced out long ago, 
and leading philosophers think they are 
forces not only susceptible of correlation but 
are related equivalents of one and the same 
great force, which man can only appreciate 
in some of its manifestations. Hence the the- 
ory is a good one for the scientists to 
think over and accept tentatively till 
they find an improvement upon it. 
The reader who has not received 
the benefit of a special scientific training 
may be able to welcome the hypothesis with- 
out seeing it requires the abandonment of 
some other ideas of the constitution of mat- 
ter which have done good service but are not 
necessarily going to be forever regarded as 
unassailable. The statement that “ electric- 
ity is the mechanical expression of chemical 
affinity’’ isa wonderfully comprehensive one, 
and if accepted as true may lead to modifica- 
tions in the doctrine of physical science from 
the form in which it 1s now taught not much 
less important than that which has resulted 
in astronomy from the establishment of Kep- 
ler’s laws as indisputable.

FINERTY’S MYSTERIOUS LETTERS. 


He Submits One of the Many Received by 
* Him to Chief Hubbard. 

“T Wonder what L. O. L. stands for? Loyal 
Order of Lunatics? And C. L.? Chronic Loaf- 
ers? U. O. D. is clear. That is the United Order 
of Deputies, and B. A. A. means the British- 
American Association. But I don't believe they 
had anything to do with the letter.“ 

Such was Chief Hubbard’s comment upon a 
letter which had been received by John F. Fin- 
erty and submitted to the Police Department. 
It read: ' ; 


Look out for yourselves, you infernal Irish, 
We ain't through with you yet. U. O. D. 
L. O. L. 
B. A. A. 
C. L. 


The letter was directed to John F. Finerty at 
No. 126 Thirty- third street. 

It is one out of a number that I have been re- 
ceiving right along for the last three or four 
years.’’ said Mr. Finerty. ‘‘ Personally I attach 
not the slightest importance to it. have no 
fear of being assassinated. But coming at this 
particular time when the Cronin matter is occu- 
pying the attention of the police Iconsider it my 
duty as a citizen to show it to the Chief of Police. 
The handwriting, as you will see, is disguised. It 
is Written in Roman capitals and scrawled all 
over the page. Still, even in a disguised hand- 


remain. I have received quite a number of such 
letters, some threatening me personally. others 
written in that general way against all who are 
interested in what is called the Irish National 
cause. I never paid any attention to them, but 
tore them up and threw them in the waste bas- 
ket. This is the first one I have received for 
four or five months—since we had the demon- 
stration at Battery D with reference to the plan 
of campaign and the position of the Pope on the 
matter. My firstimpulse was to tear this one 
up, too, but I thought that there might possibly 
be something in it that would throw some light 
on the Cronin matter, though I did not see how.“ 

Chief Hubbard attaches no importance what- 
ever to the letter.

Municipal Matters of Interest. 

Francis A. Hoffmann Jr. was installed inthe 
office of City Collector. The changes made in 
the service were few.

The Proposed Route Via St. Ignace and 
the Sault as Compared with the Grand 
Trunk’s All Rail Line—The Conference 
to Be Held This Week—The Goodrich 
Line Figuring’ on More New Boats— 
Successfal Trial of a New Fuel at 
Duluth. 


The officers of the Duluth, South Shore & At- 
lantte are expected here this week to confer with 
the Lake Michigan & Lake Superior Transit 
Company and the Northern Michigan Line offi- 
oials regarding a through traffic arrangement 
over the Canadian Pacific to Montreal from Sault 
Ste. Marie. The plan proposed is by lake to St. 
Ignace and thence to the Sault by the Duluth, 
South Shore & Atiantic. The new route is as yet 
in an embryonic state, although it has been made 
the basis of some startling predictions as to the 
important part it was to play in the export trade 
via Montreal and also in the New England busi- 
ness. As yet nothing has been said about the 
pro rates the lake lines are to get or the other 
essential preliminaries. The route was figured 
out by Mr. Lee, the representative of the Cana- 
dian Pacific here, who says it will get oceans 
of business.“ Two years ago Mr. Lee had a plan 
for building up an immense immigrant trace 
over the Canadian Pacific to Sault Ste. Marie, 
and thence to Chicago by lake. It was also to 
bring *“ocdans of business.“ but it never caught 
a single candidate for American citizenship. 

The new route is 330 miles by water and 715 by 
rail to Montreal. Its. competitor, the Grand 
Trunk, now carries the trade tor which itis to 
bid over an all-rail route of 88 miles. This 
makes a dfference of 135 miles rail, offset by the 
830 miles of water and transfer charges at St. 
Ignace. It would seem the Grand Trunk occu- 
pies the vantage ground. 

If the Canadian Pacific is to enter the field of 
lake und rail business the best port it has is 
Owen Sound on Georgian Bay. Thence its rail 
hau! to Montreal is but 462 miles, and it is be- 
lieved generally by vesseimen that itis its ulti- 
mate intention to usethis route. Ithas full 
facilities at Owen Sound for handling lake 
freight, and some ofits boats now plying be- 
tween Owen Sound and Port Arthur could easily 
be diverted to the Chicago trade. Being Cana- 
dian bottoms they would be shut off from carry- 
ing freight destined for transshipment to Ameri- 
can points through Canada, but not for Canadian 
and export business. 

Up to seven or eight years ago the Grand 
Trunk ran its own line to Georgian Bay. Said 
Mr. F. A. Howe, its agent here then and now: 
“ By the time we paid high dock rent, kept a 
separate force of clerks, and all the extra ex- 
pense of the line, it did not pay. On package 
freight we can do fully as well by all rail as by 
lake and rail, counting in these expenses. With 
grain we do much better by having it carried by 
American vessels.“ Doing a little figuring, Mr. 
Howe said 3124 on each cargo of grain was saved 
by the Grand Trunk not having its own line. 
Three hundred cargoes were tak each season, 
making an annual saving of $37,300. 

In so faras the new route affects the steam- 
Wat men concerned they are rather hopeful that 
A fuir trade can be built up by way of St. Ignace, 
as it will fill their boats when local freights are 
dull, but on the question of their pro ratis they 
are rather dubious when they consider the long 
rail haul, .

Disabling the Clark Street Footbridge.

Trial of a New Fuel at Duluth. 

DULUTH, Minn., May 14.—Vesselmen here 
were greatly interested in a test of a new fuel 
called petrole made today on the stmr Barker. 
It is a compressed coal dust and sawdust. The 
following is the engineer’s certificate of the trial: 
“The run of eighteen miles was made on the 
lake with quite a stiff breeze blowing, with the 
following results: An engine 164ex18 and boiler 
of about sixty horse-power. We used 300 pounds 
of pretrole fuel in one hour and thirty minutes, 
giving from fifty to seventy pounds of steam. 
We ordinarily use 500 pounds of soft coal per 
hour. While this showingis a great saving of 
fuel, we could have obtained better results from 
your fuel with a slight alteration of the firebox. 
We find it gave a minimum amount of smoke, 
and there was a great saving in the handling of 
the fuel, with almost no ashes.“ 


Talk of More New Goodrich Boats. 
MANITOWOC, Wis., May 14.—[Special.]—The 
talk is general here that the Goodrich Steamboat 
Company will build another steamer as soon as 
the new City of Racine comes out. Whether or 
not more boats are to be built the shipyard peo- 
ple stated today they cannot say positively until 
the new boat just built has had a trial. Mr.

The balance of the $300 desired will be raised this 
week. The object is a praiseworthy one. 

The report of the engineers’ commission on the 
river bridge project will not be made for several 
months, or until Congress convenes. The rt will 
be first made to the Secretary of War and by him 
transmitted to the Senate committee. 

Capt. Byrne of the Tioga evidently became 
restless over what the Owego and Chemung were 
doing in the way of speed, and this trip up he tried 
what the Tioga could do. Histime from Huffalo was 
60 hours and 45 minutes, which a year ago would have 
been considered great running. 

The detention of ore carriers is just now a 
serious item, the fleet being grouped all along. The 
bulk of the boats are at lower lake ports now. and at 
Erie and.

The consideration asked for each of the 
boats is $27,500. The Hurd, which wintered in Duluth, 
will remain here a month to receive a general over- 
hauling. The line will not figure on building new 
boats until the Hurd and City of Fremont are sold.

ample, Railroads contended against the inno- 
vation when they were making money out of it. 
Railroads have charged an excess for these cars 
when the cars were necessary to fill out the 
working equipment. Even now Texas roads 
have no present use for their own stock 
while other roads are using all they have and 
belonging to other roads they can get. Ordina- 
rily there is a feast or famme of stock cars, A 
well managed stable car 22 using the 
cars to the best advantage, is able to do the busi- 
ness of 5,000 cars belonging to different lines 


with half that number by having the power to 


shift them from district to district, from one line 
to the other at pleasure. 

Again, the Texas roads are worried over stacks 
of damage claims for injuries to stock. The sta- 
ble cars are reducing these charges to almost 
nothing.

CHICAGO, May 13.— [Editor of The Tribune. 
There is much difference of opinion between the 
ministers of this city as to what is the “crying 
sin” of Chicago. One thinks it is those open 
Sunday saloons which Mayor Cregier has not yet 
closed. Another thinks it is the Sunday evening 
theatres. Another thinks it is the baneful prac 
tice of spending Sunday in the parks instead of 
atchurch. The Rev. Mr. Leach, having investi- 
gated the matter more thoroughly, has become 
convinced that it is Sunday base-ball games. 
This, he says, is what is sapping the founda- 
tions of the Republic” and “lowering the moral 
tone of the city.“ He has satisfied himself that 
there are little boys who have become so far cor- 
rupted that they would rather spend a pleasant, 
Sunny Sunday looking at a game between two 
rival clubs, and even taking part in it, than use 
the day for the study of the catechism and the 
learning of texts and hymns. There is no doubt 
that there are many such bad boys in Chicago. 
In the days of old they used to run off and go 
fishing. ey now “sin” with bat and ball in- 
stead of hook and line and pole and sinker. 

In a most logical and convincing way Mr. 
Leach pointed out how the statesmen of other 
days rose tu eminence because they were rot ex- 

sed to the demoniac influences of base-ball. 

esaid: “To play base-ball Sunday leads to 
every sin under Heaven. Did Daniel Webster 
play ball Sunday? No. He staid at home and 
read his Bible. Think of it! If Sunday base- 
ball had been pues in Webster's time perhaps 
Webster would have been dragged into iti. How 
that great man would have deteriorated if he 
had played base-ball, He would have sunk into 
oblivion.”’ 8 

Let us be thankful that base-ball was not 

layed before the Revolution. Had it been, 

ashington and Hamilton and the Adamses 
might have been dragged into it, Perhaps che 
wickedness of Benedict Arnold was due to his 
going off hunting for birds’ nests Sunday. Base- 
ball was practiced in this country to some extent 
before the war. May notit be that it had some- 
thing to do with the Rebellion? 

There is one point brought out by Mr. Leach 
which has hitherto escaped notice and that is 
that people who play base-ball Sunday ‘not 
*‘only offend the church, but they violate the 
“Constitution of the United States.“ The pre- 
cise section and article is not given, but Mr. 
Leach could not make a mistake about so im- 
portant a matter and he ougnt to cite the article 
and section for the benefit of the bad boys’ 
parents so that they could properly admonish 
their youngsters. Itis probably his belief that 
the President, under his war powers, can call 
out the militia to suppress something which of- 
fends the church. or he may hold that the State 
which tolerates Sunday base-ball playing has 
not a republican form of government and that it 
is the duty of the President and Congress to fur- 
nish it with one. . 

It has been customary to ascribe the alleged 
depreciation of realestate values on the West 
Side to an absence of rapid trarsit.

necessary is for those aggrieved, priest or lay- 
man, to swear out their warrants, have the of- 
tending base-bawlers arrested and fined. After 
this his been done a few times—and, consider- 
ing the Vast interests at stake, itis surely worth 
the trouble—the nuisance will begin to cease, 
and the young base-bawler will return to his 
catechism. Begin coliecting the evidence Sun- 
day, and next Monday have several hundred per- 
sons under arrest on a charge of being “ guilty 
of amusements.”

AGAIN BEATS PROCTOR KNOTT, 


Bryant’s Crack Whipped and Spurred in 
the Last Eighth, but Unable to Pass the 
Son of Hyder All—First Day’s Racing on 
the West Side-—Better Prices at the

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 14.—[Special.]—Al- 
though the weather was threatening during the 
entire forenoon a great crowd turned out to see 
the races, the great attraction being the race for 
the Clark Stakes, one mile and a quarter.

In regard to the charges against the asso- 
ciated bookmakers Col. Clark this afternoon 
said: I am prepared to prove, and the testi- 
mony is specific and positive, that the Boox- 
makers’ Association have resorted to a formal 
boycott against the Louisville Jockey Club, and 
that they have intimidated bookmakers by 
threats of expulsion from going on at this track.

„On that point the racing rules are specific, 
and clubs in good standing—of course, not in- 
cluding such concerns as Cliften and Gutten- 
burg—would be bound to respect our rulings.“ 

The above is the representation from the 
jockey club standpoint. A couple of the leading 
association bookmakers, members of the Execu- 
tive Committee, when asked what they had to 
say in their own bekalf, responded as follows: 

„ The Association of Western Bookmakers, as 
a body, has never instituted a boycott against 
the Louisville club, nor has our body as such re- 
sorted to iptimidation. There has been only one 
meeting of the Executive Committee in months, 
and then there was no reference whatever to the 
Louisville track. We are willing to admit that 
individual members of our body may have infiu-

It is enough for a young 
woman to do to attempt, without previous busi- 
ness training, to make for herself a place in the 
business world. She meets obstacles and dis- 
couragements enough without seeing in every 
newspaper which meets her eye some pert and 
a me remark in regard to pretty typewrit- 

as it tne great army of girls who pound 
their lives out on the type-machines, working 
often from 8 o’¢lock in the morning till 6 o'clock 
in the evening. were doing it just for fun and 
that it is all a huge joke, anyway. On the part 
of the hundreds and hundreds of honest, respect- 
ed, and virtuous young women who are en- 
gaged in business as stenographers and type- 
writers I wish to protest against being classed 
with Alfred Post and the young woman who 
acted as his typewriter. 

Woman as a creature of business is an experi- 
ment as yet, but we are trying hard to make the 
experiment a success, and to prove that woman 
has abilities which she may so utilize as to be- 
come self-supporting and independent and at the 
same time lose none of the womanly modesty of 
her nature—witbout which womaniiness it were 
better to be dead.

Woman's Place in Nature, 

CHICAGO, May 11.—- [Editor of The Tribune. — 
I have been waiting for some time to see if some 
man would not be found chivalrous enough to 
take hold of Mr. Grant Allen’s article in the May 
Forum, entitled Woman's Place in Nature,“ 
and stand it on its head, where it belongs; but as 
no one seems to volunteer for that service I beg 
leave to offer a few remarks on the subject, 

Mr. Allen starts out with the assertion that 
men are the race, that women are merely a sec- 
tion of it, told off for reproductive purposes.“ 
“it is human to till, to build, to navigate, to 
manufacture.“ says Mr. Allen, and these are 
the functions that fall upon man.“ There is 
nothing really mean abouthim. Able women 
there are, no doubt,“ he concedes, but the 
things that produce and beget ability—com- 
merce, manufactures, art, invention—are and 
pea have been almost entirely in the hands of 


“The first thing that strikes us as curious about 
this statement is thatthe section told off” is 
numerically greater than the race itself—that is 
men. In most countries known to the census 
taken, and where the laws of population have not 
been interfered with by female infanticide, the 
females of the race exceed in number the males. 
Numbers. certainly count for something, and a 
section told off which outnumbers the remainder 
of the race, must be a section of some importance. 

Secondly, let us look at the character of the 
work ossigned to this section. For whom is all 
this tilling, this building, tais A this 
manufacturing dons, if not for man! We hear 
much of the ex ing great value and impor- 
tance of the corn crop, the wheat crop, the cotton 
crop, the output of our mines and our manufac- 
tories, but what value have any one of these, or 
the stm ofall of them, except as they are re- 
lated to, subservient to the child crop, the output 
of our nurseries and homes? Nay, more, if the 
work oF reproduction were to cease, even for a 
little while, where would be the need or even 
the possibility of all the varied works and opera- 
tions of men’s hands? 

Thus the work of reproduction not only ex- 


ceeds all others in value, it is that upon which then 


entire sum of their value absolutely depends. 

Let us reverse Mr. Allen’s proposition and see 
if it will not hold water just as well. Woman is 
the race, Nine-tenths of the necessary vital ex- 
penditure involvedin the reproduction of the 
souls and bodies of men and women falls to her 
share. Menare simply the section told off to 
perform the necessary labor to support the 
women thus employed and to maintain those 
conditions of society that enable her to carry on 
her work under the most favorable conditions. 

To till, to build, to navigate, to manufacture, 
are indeed human, but certainty it is not less 
than human to love, to pray, to put self under 
foot, to cleanse and purify society, to make the 
human home a living and perpetual joy. 

For myself, I do not believe that either sex is 
a section “told off’’ for any particular purpose. 
The race is one, and men and women have mut- 
ual and correlative duties, privileges, and re- 
sponsibilities. But when any man—in serious 
earnest, which one can hardly believe Mr. Allen 
to have been, and in the name of science—at- 
tempts to belittle the importance of reproduction 
he proves his own scientific acumen to be of the 
shallowest; and when he “tells off women into 
obscurity and unimportance on the score of their 
motherhood he refiects upon nobody but the 
woman who was so unforturate as to have borne 
him.

„Well, sir, you can say that we live as a 
large family. There are several married 
couples here, but most are unmarried.

I am the type of the 
sinless one, and those who live with me and 
believe become pure even as Jam pure, and 
in them there can be no guile.

I saw througu one of the 
back windows of Methodism a sight of social 
and religious conditions which compelled me 
to trace with the slow and steady finger of 
candor across my Methodist hopes the word

An American Bluff Admits a Party to Ev- 
erything at the Exposition. 

Paris, May 10.—The Eiffel Tower looks 
like an impending disaster. When one steps 
under it the danger seems imminent. In all 
the big world of mighty things this is the 
most terrifying, for it conveys no idea of 
solidity or firmness but gives an impression 
of vaulting night only. It is like a huge oc- 
topus reeling aloft to a ghastly hight, poised 
there by chance, and ready to topple one way 
or the other at any moment. 

It is a matter of wearisome difficulty or en- 
tire ease to get into the exhibition grounds 
to see the tower, according to the 
method empioyed. I went all over 
town for passes until 1 met an 
American sporting character. He is a 
famous man, with a large, flabby, and expan- 
sive exterior, and a countenance that has 
maintained an expression of fathomless stoi- 
idity, behind a series of Uobta.l straights and 
monkey flushes in many exciting situauons. 

Ah, there,” he said, moving a hana on 
which blazed a diamond as big as a hen’s egg. 
** Howdy, howdy. Didn't know you was in 
Paree. Goin’ t’ give the Exhibition a whirl?” 

We can’t get in,“ I said, nodding toward 
a French journalist who was with me. The 
great American gambler took the nod for an 
introduction, grasped the hand of the man 
by my side, and said he was glad to see him. 
Then he remarked: 

“If you wanter to go in, follow me. In 
case anybody stops you, say I’m a Prince, and 
pass on. Little old American game of bluff. 
Play up close under and we're sure to win 
out. , 
He pulled himself together and stalked 
majestically toward the main gate, where 
about a dozen policemen stood on guard. 
Without so much as giaucing at them the 
American sporting man threw his head in 
the air and stalked haughtily through the 
gate. On the way he trod one or two small 
boys under foot and pushed several women 
to the wall, but noone had the courage to 
stop him until he was twenty feet within the 
grounds. Then a courageous officer stepped 
in front of him and barred the way. About 
the same moment half a dozen policemen 
surrounded us, and the French journalist at 
my side called out excitedly:

„They think l’ma Prince everywhere on 
th’ Continong,“ said the gambler com- 
placently, forg:ng ahead, because I always 
drink champagne an’ wear me sparks in th’ 
mornin’.’’ 

He looked affectionately at his “sparks,” 
as he called his diamond, and plowed 
ahead. 

We encountered many difficulties after 
that from the different guards and police- 
men stationed at the more inaccessible 
points of the Exhibition; but in every in- 
stance the extgaordinary bearing and ma- 
jestic carriage of the Prince carried us 
through. At the entrance to the main steps 
of the Eiffel Tower a guard was placed who 
had received instructions to admit nobody, 
but we went up the tower in the gambler’s 
wake with only a verbal protest. 


GOOD TIMES FOR PENSION SHARKS. 


How to Get Rid of the Surplus—Pension 
Commissioner Tanner’s Liberality. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 13.— [New York 
Times. |—It begins to look as if the halcyon 
days of the Nation had come for the high 
tariff men and the pension sharks. A short 
cut to higher duties is to be made through 
custom-houses, instead of by the usual but 
more roundabout method of legislation. Pen- 
sion Commissioner Tanner, whose sensibili- 
ties are affected by the discovery that so 
smalia pension as 81 a month is paid, de- 
clares that he proposes to call in all pensions 
lower than $4 a month and issue them at not 

less than $1 a week. 

W hen he does this generous thing it will 
be interesting to know what has become of 
the law under which pensions of less than $4 
a month were granted. There has been only 
one Democratic Commissioner of Pensions 
since the War of the Rebellion. The refiec- 
tions of Commissioner Tanner are therefore 
cast upon a long line of Republican Cemmis- 
sioners who must be assured to have been 
less generous than Mr. Tanner, or less acute 
to discover the extent to which the Commis- 
sioner could exereise his generosity. It will 
also be interesting to observe whether the 
pension agents will come in for a share of 
Commissioner Tanner’s generosity. There 
is the pension agents’ commission, and they 
may reasonably expect him to do something 
to manifest his gratitude for the high posi- 
taon into which they thrust him. 

If the Pension Office gives notice that it is 
prepared to advance the rate of all pension- 
ers receiving less than $4 a month, itis not 
atall unlikely that about that time each of 
the pensioners of the class referred to will 
receive notice from aclaim agent of his readi- 
ness to push his case speedily through Com- 
missioner Tanner’s office. If the fee is the 
usual one, and a the pensioners now 
receiving less than can be induced to ap- 
ply for anincrease, it will bea neat little 
prize of $700,000. It will show how indiffer- 
ent Tanneris toa matter of money when 
patriotism and the pension agents are con- 
cerned. The pension agents have had their 
eyes on the surplus for several years. They 
would de glad to take it, and tne way that 
Commissioner Tanner suggests would be an 
acceptable one no doubt. It would be un- 
usual, to say the least, for the Pension Office 
to take up these 70,000 cases without solicita- 
tion or intervention, and the pension agents 
would probably find it too irreguiar to be 
countenanced. a 

Mr. Tanner is in favor of several other 
„% improvements that he might manage to 
adopt without the approval of Congress. He 
would have the record of the acceptance of 
a soldier regarded as evidence that he was 
sound when enlisted, the Government to be 
obliged to prove the contrary. He would 
continue a pension to a widow or dependent 
relative, whether the pensioner died of 
wounds or disease resulting from service or 
not. He would extend the arrears limit to 
Jan. 1, 1889 or 1888. He would grant pensions 
to all survivors of Rebel prisons without re- 
quiring them te prove that disability arose 
from imprisonment. He would extend sev- 
eral classes of pensions from 25 to nearly 50 
per cent, and would equalize all bounties. 
Anything that has the suggestion of increase 
in it ought to be as grateful to tke pension 
attorneys as an epidemic to undertakers.

NEWS FROM THE MINES. 


WHAT IS BEING DONE IN VARIOUS 
PARTS OF THE WEST, | 


—ů ů ——— 


Four Rich Chinese After Gold in Lower Call- 
fornia—The Precious Metal in Idaho— 
The Latest from Leadville—Iron Ship- 
ments from. Michigan—N. K. Fairbank 
Cleaned Up a New Mexico Mine Appar- 
ently Just About the Right Time. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 13.—Four rich 
Chinese of this city are in Lower California 
trying to purchase the Masac mining conces- 
sion, Which Was secured from the Mexican 
Government in 1887 by Theophilus Masac. 
The concession covers a tract containing 
about 116 square miles, and is rich in quartz 
and placer diggings. The grant is for aterm 
of ten years, and the privileges conceded in- 
clude the right to acquire property, build 
railroads, dams, aqueducts, etc. Tue grantees 
are required to begin operations within five 
months, invest $225,000 within five years, 
employ at least thirty-four workmen con- 


‘tinuously, estabiish reduction works, and 


reduce in the country at least three-fourths 
of the metal produced. The Chinese prob 
ably will secure the grant. 


PANNING OUT GOLD IN IDAHO. 

Ipano Ciry, Idaho, May 11.—John M. Dans- 
kin and George B. Baldwin will go to Sheep 
Mountain to increase the force at work in 
their mines. During the winter some rich 
ore was extracted. Nothing less than $100 
ore will pay on account of the heavy expense 
of sending it to Ketchum by pack trains. 
Joe Poncia and Holley Oakes have found a 
ledge between Centreville and Pioneer, this 
county, on the west side of Grimes Creek, 
that prospects better than any ever before 
found in that section. They have taken out 
as high as $2.50 to the pan in free gold. They 
are preparing to run a tunnel to tap the vein 
at the depth of 100 feet. Owing to the low 
stage of the water in the Pavette River 
miners are able to work in the bed of the 
river. The crevices are cieaned out and the 
sand worked by rockers. In this way sev- 
eral men are making from $3 to $5 per day. 
Prospectors are scattering out over the hills 
in search of quartz mines, and there is no 
doubt that many of them will be successful. 

LEADVILLE’S DECREASED PRODUCT. 

DENVER, Colo., May 13.—Approximately 
the output of Leadville for April was about 
30,000 tons. This snows a decrease of over 
7,000 tons from the product of March. To 
the persistent low price of lead, together 
with a loss of faith in the prospect of Mex- 
ican lead ores being soon pructically pro- 
hibited from entering our markets, may be 
mainly attributed the material decrease in 
the 8 of Lake County mines last 
month. The Matchless and Siiver Cord have 
falien off respectively from eighty to thirty- 
five tons, and from 100 to fifty tonsaday. It 
is held, however, that this decrease in both 
mines is temporary. 

The outlook for a largely increased produc- 
tion of Lake County mines this month, how- 
ever, is good. ThejAgassiz mine and new mill 
will be running in full blast in a few days; the 
President mine and new mill will soon renew 
operations; the Continental Chief in Iowa 
Gulch and the Bartlett in Sugar Loaf will 
each double their usual daily output in a 
short time; the Helena in Iowa Gulch and the 
Harvard on Fryer Hill will aud more gener- 
ously than ever to the production of the dis- 
trict, while the La Plata and other properties 
of lesser note will also fail into line and help 
swell the output of Leadville during May. 

Several strikes were made recently in As- 
pen. The discoveries were made in tae 
Mary, Edith, O. K., Silver Bell, the No. 2 
Edison, and North Star at Tourtelotte Park. 
In each of these mines new ore bodies have 
been discovered. The gross earnings of the 
different properties as shown by settlements 
tor April reached nearly $750,000, and there 1s 
every assurance that the amount will be in- 
creased toa million a month within a short 
time. Capital is arriving daily from all parts 
of the country, and the demands for claims 


by lease or purchase is as fierce as it was in 


the early days of Leadville. 
MICHIGAN’S IRON SHIPMENTS. 

MarQuetTteE, Mich., May 13.—Big iron ship- 
ments have begun witha rush, and ore is 
now going forward from Escanaba, Mar- 
quette, Ashland, and Two Harbors at the 
rate of 300,000 tons a week. Fully 6,000,000 
tons of Lake Superior ore will be placed on 
the market this year. Nearly a tenth of this 
amount has already been shipped. The dis- 
covery of ore near the old Saginaw mine is 
regarded as important. The ore isa high 
grade magnetite, and the find will lead to in- 
creased exploration in that, district, and the 
opening of new mines on the Saginaw range. 
The Peimean & Maas iron prospect at Hum- 
boldt promises to develop into a big mine. 
Assays made show the ore to be a Bessemer 
running away up inthe sixtiesin metailic 
iron. The Board of Water Commissioners 
of Ishpeming has decided to get water for the 
city’s use from Lake Sally. Lake Angeline 
will be pumped out,and the Cleveland, Lake 
Superior, and Lake Angeline Irou Compa- 
nies will then open mines under the bed of 
the dried-up lake. 

On the southwestern shore of Lake Michi- 
gamme there are several properties having 
large deposits of ore, some of which have 
been known of for years, but the district has 
never been penetrated by a railroad. At 
present the Duluth, South Shore & Atlantic 
and Milwaukee & Northern Railroads are 
both withio ten to twenty miles of this dis- 
trict, and the building of an extension to the 

lave may be done soon. The Florence and 
Dene Mines, on the Menominee range, will 
both make heavy shipments this year. The 
Dunn, though less than four years old, will 
ship 200,000 tons of ore this season. On the Ne- 
gaunee east range work is being pushed at 
the Negaunee, Buffalo, South Buffalo, Bos- 
ton, Queen, and Prince of Wales, all of which 
will be shippers this season. The combined 
output will cut quite a figure in the shipments 
of the Marquette district. 

The officers and principal stockholders of 
the Peninsula Gold Company, who are all 
Detroit men, are expected daily, and after 
looking the property over they will builda 
stamp-mill. The Peninsula has a twenty- 
tive foot vein of low grade quartz, with occa- 
sional bunches and seams of quartz rich in 
gold, silver, and galena. The company is 
composed of wealthy men, who have refused 
to sell stock at any price, and a bonus of 
$20,000 was paid the owner of the land for 
the option of a twenty-year lease of the prop- 
erty. Numerous assays of the rock show 
that a mill should pay. Recent work at the 
Superior Goid Company’s prospect has re- 
vealed some richly mineralized quartz, the 
assays of which give surprisingly good re- 
turns. Ifenough of this sort of quartz can 
be found the future of the Superior is as- 
sured. Recent explorations show quartz 
that assays well south of the Serpentine 
group, which till recently was supposed to 
mark the limit of gold-bearing quartz. 

A test of fifteen tons of quartz taken from 
the Washburn Ggid Company’s shaft near 
Wukefield was made last week, and 8175 in 
gold and silver in bullion was secured, giv- 
ing an average yield of nearly 5812 a ton. If 
the average of quartz at the Washburn is 
even half as rich, the mine cannot fail to be 
a profitable one. The test at the Washburn 
has stimulated interest in gold mining in the 
Gogebic district, and a large amount of ex- 
ploring for gold and silver will be done in 
that district this season. 

ENGLISH MINERS IN HARD LUCK. 

Srver City, N. M., May 12.—The first 
shipments of machinery for the Pacific and 
Aztec Mills, avove this city, have been made 
from Zanesville, O. The machinery will be 
on the ground in less than sixty days, and 
the mills will be started up without delay.

nepne output of the Carlisle Gold Company 
at Carlisle has been decreasing so that there 
is a strong probability that the mines will be 
closed down. This property was sold less 
than two years and a half ago by N. K. Fair- 
bank of Chicago to a London company for 
about a million dollars. For some months 
regular shipments of $25,000 were made to 
London, but last year the output began to fall 
off, and at the present time the net product 
of the mines is small in comparison with the 
amount of capital invested in the mine. The 
company has a sixty-stamp mill and thou- 
sanas of dollars’ worth of mine machinery, 
which will be materially depreciated in value

enough produced in the Carlisle district out- 
side the Carlisie mine to keep a mill of one- 
third the capacity of the Carlisle mill run- 
ning on custom ores. 


THREE WEEKS IN OKLAHOMA. 


| A Population of Twenty Thousand Now 


Within the Territory. 

OxkLAHoMa, I. T., May 13.—[New York 
Times. |—Tnree weeks ago Oklahoma, which 
has sprung into National fame, was barren of 
settlers. Today there is scarceiy a quarter 
sec tion in ail its 2, 800 miles that has not been 
located or filed on, and its population is esti- 
mated at 20,000. All quarter sections that 
are desirabie are either occupied 
by settlers, who, in many cases, were 
seen already plowing, or have some 
sort of claim mark upon them, indicating 
that they have been taken up. Many people 
were noticed leaving the country who had 
been unable to secure a piece of land suffi- 
ciently valuabie to be worth utilizing the 
bomestead right for. One man was seen who 
had been * left” in the rush and who in- 
tended to wait for the rest of the country to 
open before he would use his “right.” He 
had served four years and three months in 
the army during the war and considered his 
*“‘right’’ too valuable to be wasted on an in- 
different piece of land. The land in valleys 
of all the streams has been taken up, and, 
except the school sections, the only vacant 
quarter sections were found along the tops of 
the divides between the main watercourses. 
This land is high, away from water, and has 
a thin soil. 

Much dissatisfaction was expressed, not 
only by those who had failed to secure homes 
but by many who had been more fortunate, 
about tne manner in which the law and the 
President's proclamation had beea complied 
with. It seems that those who strictly com- 
plied with the law and remained out of Okla- 
homa until noon of April 22, and who made a 
dash for certain localities on swift horses, in 
Many instances found men ahead of them, 
miles from the nearest border, and on foot, 
with perfectly dry and fresh borses, and 
with ox teams. Ina few cases men were 
found on claims with freshly-dug wells. 
These men must of course have entered long 
before the opening hour, and hence iilegally. 
When the dissatistied ones were asked 
why * did not contest the 
claims o such people they re- 
pled they would rather do with- 
out than resort to litigation, and have trou- 
ble over 100 acres of land. This spirit was 
found to prevail generally, and to it is un- 
doubtedly due to a large extent the remarka- 
ble peace and order that marked the settle- 
ment of Okiahoma. Most of those who en- 
tered before the proper time did so from the 
south and east, along which borders it ap- 
pears there were no soldiers on guard. The 
two companies of cavalry placed in Oklaho- 
ma before April 22 were not abie to take care 
of the entire border. It must be said, how- 
ever, that but for the United States troops at 
Lisbon, Guthrie, and Oklahoma City there 
would nave been more or less riot and blood- 
shed between the rival towu site companies 


at those points. As it is, no shooting cases 


have occurred (some were reported but could 
not be verified), and the few deaths were due 
to natural causes. | 

The buying and selling of town lots goes 

on after a fashion, but not in a satisfactory 
way, especially to the purchaser. The usual 
method of transfer consists in the owner or 
rather holder of the lot agreeing to lease it 
for a certain consideration, the amount of 
which depends on the presumed future val- 
uable location of the lot, and the buyer mov- 
ing immediately upon it and holding it, some- 
times by forcible argument, but usually by 
erecting his tent or a small frame building. 
and living therein. ‘The only documents ex- 
ecuted in such cases are private quit-claim 
papers (even these are by no means usual), 
drawn up and signed by both parties to the 
transaction for the future protection of the 
buyer and as an evidence of the honest inten- 
tions of the seller. The various town site 
companies have amicably settled their diffi- 
culties, have completed detailed plats of 
their towns, and elected provisional officers. 
The absence of local laws and properly qual- 
ified local officiais cannot help but retard 
the growth of the country. Whether or no 
some way will be devised by means of which 
occupants of town lots will be enabled to ob- 
tain absolute ownership papers for their 
property rémains for the future to decide. 
o permanency of none of the present 
towns is as yet established or their future 
prosperity assured. fhe country will remain 
toa certain extent undeve'oped for twelve 
months, and its resources are as yet problem- 
atical. The railroad companies will have a 
voice in establishing the prosperous towns, 
and if the locations of the three now exist- 
ing do not suit them or do notafford them 
sufficient facilities their future growth will 
be sadly marred. It is known that already 
certain half sections along the right of way 
of one railroad to be biilt through Oklahoma 
have quietly been entered as town sites by 
officials of that road. . 

An investment in Oklahoma town lots will 
be an unsafe transaction until Congress 
meets and can pass such laws as will make 
real estate transactions legal and secure, 
Even were such laws in existence today it 
would be hazardous to invest in Oklahoma 
real estate before matters have settled down 
to a solid business basis and the towns as- 
sumed some appearance of permanency.

Philadelphia Record: By annexing Hyde Park, 
Lake View, and other suburban towns Chicago 
will add 70,000 to her population. It is said by 
jealous Western rivals that the aim of Chicago is 
to attain the rank of the second city of the Union 
in 1890, and then to move on to take the first po- 
sition by the dawn of the twentteth century. This 
is by no means an unworthy or an unnatural 
metropolitan pride. But with cities, as with 
other communities, the character of the inhab- 
itants is of much more importance than mere 
numbers. The Chicagoans, however, have shown 
no squeamishness in ridding themselves of dan- 
gerous and criminal elements of their city s pop- 
ulation. While Chicago has nothing to lose from 
this annexation movement the towns that are 
taken in may gain much byit. They will be re- 
lieved of vexatious and extravagant little mu- 
nicipal governments, aping the expenditures of 
great cities. Their inhabitants will take just 
pride in becoming citizens of the great metropo- 
lis of the West; and city pride has accomplished 
some great things in this world. Phil lphia 
has had experience of the vexation, confusion, 
and cost of a variety of municipal governments,

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IN PERIL OF WRECK AT APIA A SEC- 
OND TIME, 


Her Temporary Rudder Broken iu Trying 
to Go Out of the Harbor—The Treuton's 
Guns and Safes Saved—Apia a Lively 
Town Since the Great Storm of March 16 
—Admiral Kimberly Urges the Samoans 
to Make Peace. 


Apia, Samoa, April 27.—The little town of 
Apia has had the appearance of a camping 
ground dufing the last few weeks. Since tne 
hurricane occurred, March 16, in which six 
men of war and ten otner vessels were 
wrecked or driven ashore, there have been 
more people living here than were ever be- 
fore known iu the history of the place. The 
great-confusion which was so apparent im- 
mediately after the storm subsidea in afew 
days. By the death of Capt. Schoonmaker 
the command of the Vandalia crew devolved 
upon Lieut. J. W. Carlin. He has had but 
three watch officers to assist him, Lieuts. 
Culver and Heath and Ensigg Gibbons. 
Passed Assistant Engineer Webster has 
been appointed Acting Paymaster to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Paymaster 
F. H. Arms. 

AT WORK ON THE TRENTON. 

A considerable quantity of clothing and 
provisions was suved from the Trenton dur- 
ing the first few days after the storm, and 
all the machine guns on the upper deck were 
also taken ashore. Divers were sent down 
to examine the hull of the flagship, but, ow- 
ing to the dangerous undercurrents, they 
were not able to ascertain the full extent of © 
her injury. One or two great holes have 
been found below the water line, however, 
which render it impossible to float the ves- 
sel. Kimberly decided to remove her heavy 
battery. The work occupied four weeks. 
Mataafa sent a hundred natives from his 
camp and required them to render whatever 
assistance they were able. The Tren- 
ton’s band was on the ound every 
day, accompanying the men their work. 
The removai of the guns, which, with the 
carriages, weighed over 100 tons, did not 
seem to lighten the Trenton in the least, and 
no effort was made to pump her out. Itis 
the intention to remove the Vandalia bat- 


tery. Her guns are several feet under water. 


The safes of the Treuton aud Vandalia were 
recovered. Half a dozen native divers have 
worked faithfully on the Vandalia Sm aey 
during the ‘six weeks, and hundreds of do 
lars’ worth of stores has been saved by 
them. 

THE NIPSIC’S SECOND ESCAPE. 

When the Nipsic was hauled off a few 
days after the storm it was found that she 
had been damaged considerably by pounding 
on the beach for twenty-four hours. Her en- 
gines and boilers had been sorung and she 
leaked a little. Admiral Kimberly ordered 
temporary repairs madeat once, his intention 
being to send the vessel to Auckland. 
One or two officers made  consider- 
abie objection about going to sea in 
the Nipsic, and declared openly that she was 
unsafe. Admiral Kimberly. then ordered 
Capt. Mullan to instruct his officers not to 
say anything more about the unsafe cond:- 
tion of the Nipsic. About the time that the 
temporary repairs were completed the 
steamer Mawhera, belonging to the Union 
Steamship Company of New Zealand, arrived 
at Avia from Auckiand, and Admiral Kim- 
berly made a contract with the agent of \the » 
company to convoy the Nipsic. 

It was thought that it would take twelve 
or fifteen days to make the tri Capt. Mul- 
lan was accordingly given orders to go to 
Auckland and have the Nipsic repaired and 
then return with the vessel to Pango-Pango. 
The rudder which had been made for the 
Nipsic was a large blade, which was 
dragged astern of the vessel and 
moved from side to side by means of tackle 
fastened to the two ends of the spar 
laid across the after part of the poop deck, 
extending out several feet on each side of the 
ship. The Nipsic had not cleared the mouth 
of the harbor when the star end of the 
spar, to which was attached the steering 
tackle, weakened. A sharp squall came up, 
and the heavy strain in trying to need her to 
sea was too much. In five minutes the port end 
of the spar broke away and the steering ap- 
paratus was rendered useless. | 

The engines were stopped and the Nipsic 
was adrift without a rudder. By prompt use 
of a few sails the Nipsic swung around with 
her head-toward the sea,.when she steamed 
at full speed to a position two miles 
off tke reefs, and the Mawhera soon 
came out and towed the Nipsic into the 
harbor, where she again, came to 
anchor. It was found useless to make 
any further attempt to go to Auckland until 
another rudder could be made, so the con- 
tract with the Mawhera was canceled and 
the latter vessel sailed for Auckland alone. 
Admiral Kimberly announced the next day 
that he would send the Nipsic to Auckland 
= as soon as another ruddercould be made. 

e said the ship was sound and could make 
the trip. 

Admiral Kimberly is anxious to get the 
Trenton and Vandalia men to San Francisco 
as soon as possible. They are being kept 
here,“ he says, at a heavy expense. I am 
paying $130 a week for the rent of b 
and $1.10 per day for the board of each man. 
This is but a small part of the expense.“ 

EFFURTS TO SECURE PEACE. 

The most important political event which 
has occurred here for some time was the is- 
suance of a proclamation by Admiral Kim- 
verly April 17 advising the natives to put au 
end to the war which they have been cariy- 
ing on among themselves for months. 

hen Admirai Kimberly arrived here, 
March 11, he began to acquaint himself with — 
the situation with a view to establishing 
peace between the two native factions. A 
storm interfered with his efforts, but during 
the last few weeks he became convinced the 
natives desired and that the present 
time was most favorable for some prelim- 
inarv action on his part. Accordingly he 
issued the proclamations, had them trans- 
jated into Samoan, and distributed all over 
the island. The proclamations were nailed 
upon trees in every vart of 2 und copies 
were sent to the rman an ritish Con- 
suls, to Mataafa's camp at Magiagi, and to 
Tamasese’s camp at Suatuanun. 

Admiral Kimberly sent Capt. N. H. Far- 
quhar of the Trenton to Suatuanun with in- 
structions to lay the matter before Tam- 
asese and request him to distribute 
circulars among his men. Capt. 
Farquhar was accompanied by Capt. 
Mullen of the Nipsic and United States Vice 
Consul Blacklock. The party went to Sua- 
tuanun in a small boat, and were received 
courteously by Tamasese. Mamea, Tamase- 
se’s Secretary and chief adviser, was absent 
at the time, but a number of other chiefs 
were present. A number of natives crowded 
around the house to learn what the American 
officers had to say. apt. Farquhar ex- 
plained his mission, and said the Admiral de- 
sired to establish peace between the two 
native factions and bring the war to a close. 
He also had tne proclamation read in 
the presence of the natives, and he 
requested Tamasese to distribute them 
among his men. Tamasese replied that 
too, desired to see war closed, and promi 
to distribute the circulars, and that his sec- 
retary was away from the camp at present, 
but he would send for him at once and pus 
nis views in writing. . 

Admiral Kimberly received a letter from 
Tamasese April 22, in which the latter ex- 
pressed his view upon the proposition to es- . 
tablish peace. Tamasese signed himself 
King of Samoa.“ He declined to make any 
overtures for peace at present, though ne 
said he desired to have the war brought toa 
close and would like to see the same condi- . 
tion of affairs in Samoa as that in the latter 
= of 1887. It was at that time that the 

amasese Government was in full power.

Tne Senate bill confers the power on cities, 
towns, and villages to provide for licensing 
engineers who operate boilers used for power 
with engines, and leaves the appointment 
of examiners to the caprice of party officiais. 
This will put the § exeeutive power 
in the hands of a politician without much re- 

to his fitness, and bring the whole thing 
into contempt, as was the case ip St. Louis 
before the law was changed. It also exempts 
in Chicago more than two-thirds of the high 
pressure boilers that do not ‘exhaust 
through an engine,“ an expression that is put 
into this bill to cover its real intent. 

The 1,500 competent engineers of Chieago 
are not afraid of the House bill, but they ob- 
ject to tne Senate bill, which will exempt 
from its operauon two-thiras of those who 
assume responsibilities they are unfit to 
safely conduct. 

The recent explosion at Hartford in a hotel 
by which forty people were killed and horri- 
bly scalded was the result of ignorance and 
criminal carelessness on the partof not only 
the man in charge but of those who should 
have seen that a competent man had charge. 

In view of the thousands of boilers in this 
city under churches, theatres, schools, busi- 
ness houses, and sidewalks that are liable to 
explode when trusted to incompetent, drunk- 
en, or careless men, it does seem that the 
time has come for the Legislature to enact a 
law that will protect the lives, limbs, and 
property of citizens from the ignorant, 
drunken, incompetent person who essays 
the task of controlling the most , destructive 
of all explosives.

The Senate bill is as follows: 

Sec. 1. Beit enacted by the people of the State of

SEc. 1. Be it @nacted by the people of the 
State of Illinois, represented in the General As- 
sembiy, That in uningprporated territory the 
County Boards, and in es the City Councils, 
and in towns and villages the Board of Trustees 
shall, on the petition of 100 voters resid- 
ing within the county, city, town, or vil- 
lage, as the case may be, have pow- 
er and are hereby authorized by ordinance 
or by by-laws to provide rules and regulations to 
secure the safe operation and use of stationary 
steum boilers or other devices under steam pres- 
sure. And to provide for the examination and 
license of all s who as engineers or fire- 
men shall undertake the care and operation of 
stationary steam boilers orother devices under 
steam pressure, And to issue to such persons 
as are found to be qualified a license under such 
conditions or penalties as may be made by the 
County Boards, City Councils, or Boards of Trust- 
ees, as the case may be, as provided in this act. 
And no person shall be appointed an examiner 
of engineers or firemen under such ordinance 
or by-laws, whose fitness for such appointment 
has not been determined by a competitive ex- 
amination of all candidates for the position of 
Examiner, those having the highest percentage, 
with good recommendations as to habits and 
character, shall be appointed. And the ordi- 
nances and by-laws made uncer this act shall de- 
termine the compensation of the examincrs so 
appomted. and fix the sum to be paid by 
engineers and firemen for the license, provided 
such fee shall not exceed the sum of two dollars. 

Sec. 2. The license to be provided for in such 
ordinances or by-laws shall set forth the name of 
the person to whom the license is issued, his 
competency, and general good character, which 
license shail continue in force one year. And 
the ordinances and by-laws made under the pro- 
visions of this act shall not operate or have force 
in the case of boilers used for heating with hot 
water or low steam under fifteen pounds pressure 
to the square inch. 

Sec. 3. The penalties to be enforced by the or- 
dinances or by-laws made under this act shall 
not inflict a fine to exceed $50 upon any engineer 
or fireman, nor shall a fine toexceed the sum of 
$200 be imposed upon the owner or owners of any 
steam boiler or ower device under steam press- 
ure, and ali fines and nalties imposed under 
the ordinances and by-laws provided for in this 


act may be enforeed and collected before any 


Justice of the Peace or police magistrate. 


FREE TRADE AT MICHIGAN UNIVERSITY 


Prof. Adams Declared to Be a Cobdenite— 
Some of His Teachiags. 

Detroit, Mich., May 13.—[Special.]—The 

Detroit 7ridune will publish tomorrow morn- 

ing an exposure of the character of polit- 


ical economic teaching in Michigan Uni- 


versity based on the lectures and printed 
syllabus of Henry C. Adams, Ph. D., the 
lecturer on that branch of knowledge. Full 
notes of these leetures and a copy of the 
syllabus were obtained and analyzed, and 
they show beyond possibility of question 
that the students of the university, supported 
by a Republican State with appropriations 
from a protectionist Legisiature, are taught 
the rankest free trade doctrines. Moreover, 
the syliabus contains the names of no protec- 
uon reference books for the benefit of the 
candid student. Here are some of Prof. 
Adams’ teachings: 

What classes of people are now benefited by 
the maintenance of the protective tariff? It is 
neither the laborer nor the holder of uninvested 
capital. The proof of this assertion is found in 
the analysis of industrial occupations in the 
United States. Protection benetits the owners 
of real estate who, either by situation or 
peculiarit of product, can, through the 
medium of the tariff, maintain a monopoly of the 
home market. The rental upon mines. pine 
forests, and the like, is increased by protective 
duties. Protection benefits those who, granted 
a monopoly of the home market by the tariff, 
are secured against competition at home by 
patents, or secure themselves against competi- 
tion by means of trade combinations. The mass 
of ne American people lies outside these classes. 

The question between free trade and protec- 
tion is not a question of whepher restrictions 
shall be put upon production or not. Free trade 
means reaily unrestricted production, and this is 
a much better term. except that protectionists 
claim that they give freedom of production, but 
they mean freedom from competition of foreign 
producers. 

Prof. Adams in subsequent lectures repeats 
in various forms the general statement mat 
the protectionists place nationality superior 
to trade and that the free traders piace trade 
superiom to nationality. He favors the lat- 
ter, considering that free trade is essentialiy

teenth, and twenty-second counts of the indict- 
ment judgment for a like punishment will be en-

And whereas, in the view [take of the appli- 
cation for his pardon, there is no occasion to re-

And whereas, I have scarcely, if ever, seen a 
petition for Executive clemency signed so numer- 
ously as the one presented in this case by

And whereas, the prisoner, since his convic- 
tion, has aided the administration of the crim- 
inal law by giving valuable testimony upon the 
trial of another offender. He has endured his 
imprisonment tbus far with all the fortitude and 
resignation possible; 

And whereas, medical proofs produced before 
me fully establish the facts that, with advanced 
age and serious disabilities, and by réason of his 
confinement, he is physically and mentally fast 
failing, I am satisfied that he will not survive his 
imprisonment if much longer extended; 

And whereas, every object sought to be at- 
tained by the punishment of crime will be ac- 
complished by a commutation of this convict’s 
sentence to imprisonment for a term of five 
years dhd six months, with allowance of all de- 
ductions for good conduct; 

Now, therefore, be it known that I, Grover 
Cleveland, Presideut of the United States 
of America, in consideration of the prem- 
ises, divers other good and suffictent 
reasons me thereunto moving, do hereby 
commute the sentence of the said James D. Fish 
to tive years and six months’ imprisonment with 
the usual deductions for good conduct, and also 
with the understanding that this disposition of 
this application covers the sentenée imposed 
upon the convict and any conviction upoa which 
sentence has not been pronounced.

NEW YORK, May 12.— [Editor of New York
